Cherif Paslia told me yesterday afternoon that it has heen decided to [? decrease] 
the proposed force of gendarmerie from 2,000 to 1,500. 

I observed to his Excellency that it did not seem to me to he likely that Her 
Majesty’s Government would pronounce an opinion with regard to the whole scheme 
until the proposed Budget was before them.

The Government proposes to instruct Ala Eddin, now Governor of lted Sea Pro¬ 
vinces of Soudan, to take command of forces in Soudan. They have instructed him to 
proceed at once to Souakin for that purpose. 

The Government hopes to reconquer the Soudan by defeating the Ealsc 
Prophet. 

Gordon could only go thither as Governor-General, hut no suggestion of re- 
employing him has been made by the Government, and they would not appoint him 
unless Her Majesty’s Government demanded it.

My Lord, Cairo, November 1, 1882. 

IN reply to the inquiries contained in your Lordship’s telegram of the 30th 
ultimo, relative to the appointment of an officer to command in the Soudan, I have 
the honour to report that it is proposed to send Ala Eddin Pasha there. He is now 
Governor of the lted Sea Provinces of the Soudan, and has been instructed by the 
Egyptian Government to proceed to Souakin at once. 

The Government hope to be able to dcleat the Maluli, or False Irophet, and to 
reconquer the whole of the Soudan. 

If Major-General Gordon came here lie could only go to the Soudan m lus former 
capacity of Governor-General. But the Egyptian Government have not suggested 
that he should he employed, and unless Her Majesty’s Government demanded his 
appointment it would certainly not be made.

Austria, and that he was commissioned to tell me that the Austro-Hungarian 
Government continued to feel perfect confidence in the intentions of Her Majesty’s 
Government with regard to Eg\pt. 

Count lvarolyi said that M. Ilengohniiller had recently given me an intimation 
of the views of the Austro-Hungarian Government in regard to the share which, 
under certain circumstances, they might expect in the future financial arrangements. 
This, however, was merely meant as a frimidh message. They had no desire to 
embarrass Her Majesty’s Government by putting forward claims, or by impatience to 
learn the nature of our proposals. They knew that the task wc had before us was a 
diilicult one, and were ready to wait till we were prepared to communicate our views 
for the future.

The blame of burning Alexandria has boon entirely thrown on the former 
prisoner, and the other is accused of being the principal inciter to the massacre of the 
11th Juno. It is therefore most desirable to get them here.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Lordship that the Khedive has received a 
telegram from Canea iufmming him’that Suleiman Eey Sami and Moussa-el-Ahad 
have been arrested there. The Khedhe at once telegraphed to the Poilc requodiug 
that these prisoners he sent to Egypt under a strong escort, and (’hcrif Pasha begs 
your Lordship to be so good as to support the Khedive’s demand. 

The burning of Alexandria after the bombardment is mainly aitiibuted to 
Suleiman Eey Sami, who was then Commandant of the troops, x\hilst Moussa-el- 
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Akhad is accused of being the principal instigator of the riots and massacres of the 
11th Juno. 

It is consequently very desirable to bring these two prisoners to Egypt.

Memorandum. 

A DIFFERENCE occurred to-day between Mr. Eroadlcy and Borelli Bey which 
raises the question of my exact position at the Commission of Inquiry and at the 
court-martial on the prisoners implicated in the late rebellion. 

The difference arose with regard to the meaning of a written agreement drawn up 
by the opposing counsel. Both parties appealed to me, and wished me to act as 
referee, a position which I did not think my instructions justified my taking up. I 
advised the counsel to come to an arrangement, which, after much discussion, thejr 
did, and a supplementary agreement was drawn up and signed. ' 

I foresee many similar questions, some involving points of Ian - , and should he 
glad to know what line of conduct Her Majesty’s Government would wish me to 
adopt. 

Borelli Bey said this evening that, when regular proceedings commenced, he 
hoped I would interfere to stop long discussions; and that I would, uhen Mr. Broadley 
appeared before the Commission, make a statement to the cilcct that the Commission 
was only to be allowed a limited time, say one month, to complete the preliminary 
investigation. 

If Her Majesty’s Government wish mo to take a more active part than I have 
hitherto done in the proceedings, or to act in any way as a referee, I think some 
agreement should he come to with the Egyptian Government as regards my position 
and powers. 

I should also bo glad to know with whom the final decision rests when legal 
points are at issue between the contending counsel. 

The acceptance of Messrs. Broadley and Napier as counsel for tho defence has 
altered my position at the Court, and I should be glad to have* fuller instructions.

My Lord, Foreign Office, November 3, 1882. 

I HAVE informed your Excellency by telegraph that at the moment when 
important negotiations are being carried on for the settlement of Egypt Her Majesty’s 
Government think your presence for a time in that country will be of advantage 

While retaining your post of Ambassador at the Porte your Excellency will 
advise the Government of the Khedive in the arrangements which will have to be 
made for re-establishing His llighess’ authority and providing for the future well¬ 
being of all classes of the population. 

The success of the military operations undertaken by Her Majesty’s Government 
to suppr'ss the late rebellion in Egypt has placed them in a position of authority and 
of corresponding responsibility in regard to the future government of that country. 

Her Majesty’s Government, while desiring that tho British occupation should last 
for as short a time as possible, feel bound not to withdraw from the task thus imposed 
on them’ until the administration of affairs has been reconstructed on a basis which 
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will afford satisfactory guarantees for the maintenance of peace, order, and prosperity 
in Egypt, for the stability of the Khedive’s authority, for the judicious development 
of self-government, and for the fulfilment of obligations towards foreign Powers. 
These objects arc in the real interest of Egypt, of this country, and of Europe. 

It will bo essential therefore that all measures bearing on the reorganization of 
tho Government should be submitted to your Excellency before they are adopted or 
made public, and that you should as far as possible be consulted at every stage of 
their preparation. 

The recent correspondence, which you wall find in the archives of the Agency, 
will acquaint you with the general views of Her Majesty’s Government in regard to 
many of the questions w’ith Avliich you will be called on to deal. 

The principal of those questions arc :— 

1. Reorganization of the army and police force. 

2. The substitution of some better system for the Dual Control, and any other 
alterations that may seem desirable in the arrangements with regard to finance. 

3. Introduction of improvements in the machinery of those branches of the public 
service which arc now r managed Avliolly or in great part by Europeans. 

4. The gradual reduction of the foreign element and the increased employment of 
native Egyptians in all branches of the Administration. 

5. The establishment of an improved system of justice for natives. 

6. The equal taxation of foreigners and Egyptians. 

7. The establishment of institutions favourable to the prudent development of 
liberty, cither by the reassembling of the Chamber of Notables or by such other 
measures as may be best calculated to secure that end. 

8. The prevention of tho Slave Trade and of slavery. 

9. The security of transit across Egypt bctAveen Europe and the East, and espe¬ 
cially freedom of passage through the Suez Canal. 

I propose to address your Excellency in separate despatches on each of these 
subjects. 

In those and other matters your Excellency Avill have the advantage of the advice 
and assistance of Sir E. Malct, Avhose experience and local knowledge, and the confi¬ 
dence placed in him by the Khedi' e and the Egyptian authorities and leading public 
men, will enable him to supply full information on the various points as they may 
arise.

PUBLIC attention in this country has been directed to the exemption of 
foreigners resident in Egypt from certain taxes which are paid by the natives, and to tlie 

additional burden thus thrown on the latter. 1 

The number of these exemptions has been largely reduced by the abolition, on the 
advice of the Controllers, of twenty-eight taxes, amounting in the aggregate to a sum 
of 377,308/., to which Egyptians alone contributed. . 

The land tax, the principal source of revenue, which brings in moic than live 
millions a-year, is paid on precisely the same terms by Europeans and Egyptians. 

Sir E. Colvin calculates that the bondholders of the Daira Suiueli ami the 
Domains pay onc-tentli of the land revenue, and the indirect taxes, such as tlie Octrois, 

customs, and the salt tax, fall on all alike. . . 

But there remains a sum of 433,240/., derived from sources to which Egyptians 
only, to the exemption of Europeans, contribute. The principal items are the pro es- 
sional tax, imposed on non-agriculturists, which yields 105,515/.; the revenue rom 
commercial stamps, 83,408/.; and the house tax, Of>,017/. . . . 

With regard to the house tax, Her Majesty’s Government have given t 1 
assent to the application to British subjects of a Decree imposing a tax on a 
inhabited houses; and Her Majesty’s Charge d’Affaires at Pans was recently 
instructed to urge the French Government, who have already agreed to the principle 
of the Decree, to give their formal consent to the immediate issue of it. 
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The privileges enjoyed by foreigners under the Capitulations prevent the 
Egyptian Government from imposing the professional tax and stamp duties on 
foreigners; but Her Majesty’s Government will be ready to consider any proposal 
which tlie Egyptian Government may have to make for their extension to British 
subjects, and to recommend its adoption to the other Treaty Powers in regard to their 
nationals.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon me yesterday and placed in my hands the 
telegram from (he Porte, of which a copy is herewith inclosed, relative to your 
Excellency’s intended departure for Egypt. 

It would appear from the statement made at tlie commencement of this telegram 
that the communication made by Sir A. Sandison, on your Excellency’s behalf, must 
have been misunderstood or incorrectly repeated. 

In reply to the objections urged in the telegram to your Excellency’s visit to 
Egypt, I expressed my regret that a misconception should have arisen in the minds of 
the Turkish Ministers as to the reasons for this step, and that they should regard the 
temporary absence' of the British Ambassador from the capital as indicating some alte¬ 
ration in tlie diplomatic relations between the two countries. 

The Porte seemed, 1 said, to believe that Sir E. Malct had been recalled, and that 
the visit of the British Ambassador to Egypt was without precedent. Neither of 
these suppositions, however, was correct. Sir E. Malct had not been recalled. Your 
Excellency bad been instructed to go to Egypt for a short time, as the strain of 
responsibility was groat upon that gentleman, who had had no rest under very trying 
circumstances, excepting during the short time when illness obliged him to leave the 
country. 

T added that although Her [Majesty’s Government think it premature to make com¬ 
munications to the Turkish Government of their a ions in regard to Egypt, while matters 
were in their present unsettled state, yet that they hoped to do so in a very short time, and 
that if your Excellency were not then returned to Constantinople, there seemed to be 
no inconvenience in making these communications either through Muslims Pasha or 
through Mr. Wyndham, who possesses our full confidence. 

Muslims Pasha requested that your Excellency’s departure might be delayed at 
all events for a few days. 

I said that I could not alter the decision which had been taken by the Cabinet, 
nor did 1 think that they would consent to delay, which seemed unnecessary, hut that 
I would communicate the request to my colleagues. 

I repeated to [Musurus Pasha that he Avas authorized to assure the Porte in the 
most explicit terms that your Excellency’s departure Avas not intended in any manner 
as altering our relations Avitli Turkey, but Avas exclusively induced by the belief that 
your presence in Egypt might, be advantageous to the interests of all at the present 
moment.

M. Bredif continues that he can only attribute this proceeding to some misunder¬

Considers it an 
excellent plan that all mounted infantry and majority of gendarmerie should be 
Albanians. At first sight it appears unadvisable that officers of latter should be purely 
Egyptian, but General Baker has explained that the force must act under provincial 
Governors, and that English officers would not take service in it; the defect will he 
remedied hy ultimately increasing number of English Inspectors. The maintenance 
of sea-coast defences is a political question. 

Budget not excessive ; but it is not clear whether allowances are granted in addi¬ 
tion to pay.

from what he knows of British army, he is convinced that officers of the kind required 
can be obtained from active list alone.

Memorandum. 

THE situation in the Soudan, as disclosed in the last Government telegram, is 
very grave. Out of an army of 20,000 the Egyptians have lost 10,000, and the 
Governor, who is at Khartoum, telegraphs that he has no confidence in those that 
remain and can undertake nothing with them. 

2. Could a sufficient Egyptian force be rapidly got together and sent to Khartoum; 
there seems good reason to hope that it might maintain itself there, and thus arrest 
any onward movement of the Mahdi from the Soudan upon Egypt Proper. 

3. This the Egyptians ai’e now proposing to do. The Khedive is now organizing, 
out of the old soldiers of the late Egyptian army, a considerable force—some seven or 
eight thousand men—under Egyptian officers. These will be sent to Suez, thence by 
sea to Suakin, on by march route to Berber on the Nile, and up that stream to 
Khartoum. 

4. I was asked if I could supply an English Chief of the Stall. It seemed to me 
that an English officer serving under an Egyptian General, and with nothing but 
Egyptian officers and men under him, would be in a completely false position, might 
compromise his country, and could do but little good. I therefore replied that I was 
unable to comply with tin’s request. 

5. Should this endeavour of the Egyptians to arrest the great movement of the 
False Prophet from the Soudan prove unsuccessful a very crave danger will arise to 
this country. Not merely in kgypt, but over the uliolo Mahommednn world, a great 
religious excitement exists, and the advent of a Lieutenant of the Prophet is this 
year looked forward to. The Mahdi claims to he this Lieutenant, and not merely in 
Egypt, hut in Syria and in Asiatic Turkey, his movements arc* being watched with the 
keenest interest. He announces himself that his object is to march through Egypt to 
Mecca, and bis natural course to carry out this plan Avill bo to lead his force down the 
valley of the Nile. 

(>. This movement must absolutely be arrested, and the proper place to do so 
would seem to be at the point where his force emerges from the difficulties and dangers 
of the long desert route into the confines of Upper Ugypt. It would be to the highest 
degree dangerous to allow him to establish his forces in that rich province, and to 
advance from thence with an army thoroughly recovered from its fatigues and swelled 
by volunteers gathered from this country, the best recruiting district of Egypt. 

7. 1 Avould therefore propose, in this contingency, to move a complete division, 
with all my cavalry and field artillery, to the neighbourhood of the first cataract, and 
to take, between that point and Edfu, the best military position I could find, and 
there give battle. 

8. I would deem it very unadvisable to await the attack in the vicinity of Cairo. 
The whole Mussulman population there, and throughout the Delta would be certain 
to rise, and a grievous destruction of life and property would ensue. 

9. As far as Assouan I could maintain my communications by steamboat uninter¬ 
ruptedly with Cairo, and to Siout, half-way thither; I would also have the advantage 
of a railway line. 

10. To elfeet this movement with safety, I would require to leave three battalions 
in Cairo, one at Tantah, and three at Alexandria. That is, I would need a reinforce¬ 
ment of four and a-half battalions. 

11. Should the army, the organization of which Baker Pasha has been charged 
with, he in a position to take the field before the advance of the Mahdi on Egypt 
Proper, I think it very advantageous that it should endeavour to arrest his march 
unaided. I have spoken to Baker Pasha upon the subject, and 1 find that his views 
arc identical with mine. Nothing would so strengthen the Government of the Khedive 
as a victory gained by his own troops, and nothing would do so much to establish the 
prestige of the army itself. 

12. For this purpose Baker Pasha proposes to establish a powerfu 1 " advance guard 
in the important position of Korosko in Nubia, situated upon the Nile, while he would 
mass the rest of his forces in advance of mine below the first cataract. Here I would 
be ready to support bin. in case aisistance was required, but otherwise Avould leave 
him to light his own battle. It is obvious that such a disposition of the forces Avould 
inspire the Egyptian army Avitli great additional confidence. 

13. In conclusion, I Avish to say that I am entirely opposed to any movement of 
British troops by the Red Sea upon Khartoum, or along the banks of the Nile beyond 
the confines of Upper Egypt.

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14. As the accounts received from Khartoum by the Egyptian Government are 
wanting in precision, and are altogether unsatisfactory, I concur with Sir E. Malct in 
thinking that it would be very advisable to send at once three carefully-selected 
officers by the lied Sea route to Khartoum. Sir E. Malct proposes that Lieutenant- 
Colonel Stewart, lltli Ilussars, should be one of these, and, if Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Government approve, I will select from the force under my command two other officers 
to accompany him, one of whom to be an officer of the Engineers. 

15. Their instructions would be to report upon the route from the Hcd Sea to 
Khartoum, to ascertain exactly the state of affairs in the Soudan, to telegraph this 
from Khartoum hither, and, finally, to sketch and report upon the position and defen¬ 
sive capabilities of Khartoum itself. The party would return here as rapidly as possible 
upon the completion of their mission. 

16. I sincerely hope that no necessity may arise for the movement of British 
troops into Upper Egypt; but, should it unfortunately become necessary, and should 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Government deem it advisable to draw the requisite rein¬ 
forcements from India, I would suggest that the 7th Dragoon Guards should proceed 
to India, and be replaced here by two regiments of Indian native cavalry. The four 
infantry battalions might be very usefully taken from that country, provided that oidy 
good Sikh or Goorkha regiments were sent.

I venture respectfully to submit to your Lordship that the Egyptian Government 
should be allowed, as far as possible, to take its own measures, and to treat the 
question of the suppression of this revolt as best it can without aid or advice from Her 
Majesty’s Government. It is of the greatest importance, in my opinion, that no 
responsibility should be incurred by Her Majesty’s Government in this matter, lest at 
some future period, should measures taken at our suggestion, or in accordance with 
our advice, have proved inefficacious, England be unavoidably drawn into military 
operation in the Soudan. I am confident that, even should the worst anticipations bo 
realized, the advance of the rebels on Egypt Proper could easily be arrested by Her 
Majesty’s forces here, should such action become unavoidable.

In conclusion, I stated that Her Majesty’s Government felt confident that after 
being made acquainted with their opinion, llis Majesty the Sultan will graciously 
reconsider his intention of sending an Envoy to Egypt.

General Baker informs me that, should lie obtain your Lordship’s sanction, lie 
could incorporate at once 100 native cavalry and 200 native infantry, who have not 
joined the rebellion. He is, for the present, adverse to the employment of Albanians 
in this force. He proposes that the gendarmerie should he under the orders of the 
Ministry of the Interior, but under the administration of the War Department. I 
think that he and Sir A. Colvin should he requested to come to an agreement with 
regard to the question, as the latter is specially interested in the matter from the 
civilian point of view', which it is absolutely necessary to take largely into con¬ 
sideration.

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 18, Commercial, of the 30th ultimo, directing us to attend flu* discussion this 
month at Paris on the best means of improving the Suez Canal, and indicating that w r e 
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should lay particular stress on the widening of the Canal, especially those portions of 
it where, owmg to the presence of reeks, it would lie more easy to block it up 

Our mooting will not be held until the latter part of this .tenth, and in the mean¬ 
time uc l online to submit some further remarks and explanations on the sullied 
which may, perhaps, induce your Lordship lo consider Hie advisability of some 
modification of our instructions. 

The object at which the Suez Canal Company is aiming in the discussion proposed 
to us is the provision of increased facilities for the navigation, that is to say, to put the 
Canal into such a state that the rapidly-increasing number of vessels passing through 
it shall do so not only m the number ot hours now' necessary for the transit, hut in a 
less number l o explain tins more clearly, if may he stated that the number of hours 
a vessel is actually moving through the Canal is about eighteen, whereas the average 
number of l..mrs that she is m the Canal is forty. The more traffic increases, without 
increased facilities, the more will grow the number of hours that a vessel must lose 

owing to the longer time she must be shunted in sidings to allow' vessels meeting- her 
to pass. n 

The two methods at present advocated arc : («) to extend the length and number 
of the sidings, which, it continuously carried on, would eventually result in a widening 
of the whole Canal; and (b) to create a certain number of basins at intermediate 
points in which vessels would assemble from opposite directions, and then proceed in 
trains from basin to basm, without the loss of time caused by frequent shuntings. 

As regards the object of the Company, the system (b) seems to oiler the best 
results, as lie basins in question partly exist already in the Bitter Lakes and Lake 
Iimsali, and the system could probably be completed more rapidlv, at less cost, and 
with less obstruction to the navigation during its execution than (a). But these are 
points which have to he examined in our discussion. 

... ^J. 1C1C ’ s > however, a third, and, in our opinion, still more effectual wav of dealing 
wi i the quasi ion, winch lias been mentioned, and which must be examined with the 
other plans, and that is, to construct a second canal parallel and in juxtaposition to the 
existing Canal, so that there may he two distinct routes for the outward and homeward 
bound vessels. I lie adoption of this system would undoubtedly be the most effective 
mode of meeting the requirements of a larger traffic; it would reduce to one-half the 
time of the passage or a vessel through the Canal, and it would be attended with the 
groal advantage ol finality as regards the extension of the Canal accommodation. 

The objections to this third method arc :— 

!• Tts greater cost, which must he met by a new loan. 

2. That a now Concession and a now Eirman would probably he required, as a 
further grant ol land would ho necessary. 

M 1 1 areas, for the systems (a) and (h) the money lias already been voted by the 
shareholders, and no further powers are required. 

Still, the advantages of the third plan are so manifest, that we think it our duty to 
commend it to the favourable consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 

As regards the special instructions which we have received, we desire to point out, 
(1) that the widening ol the Canal at the rocky portions of its course would consume 
a great part ol the available money without contributing in any great proportion to the 
object in view; (2) that, even when widened, the Canal could he almost as easily 
blocked, as at present, by any armed force that might gain temporary possession of the 
Canal. It would only be necessary to sink one or more of the long ships which now 
daily pass through the Canal lengthwise across it, and the passage would bo as 
el Actually blocked as by sinking a vessel in the present width with her length parallel 
to the hanks. The doubling of the width of the Canal throughout will not tend to 
increase the security of the navigation, as in such a narrow passage if vessels were 
allowed to pass each other freely, without being shunted, they would frequently come 
into collision, and thus much encumber the channel. 

Eor these reasons we cannot lmt think that if the second canal cannot ho had, the 
scheme of intermediate basins is preferable to that of widening the Canal. 

In any ease, we have the honour to observe that the discussion in which wo are to 
take part is likely to elucidate the whole question, and that avc shall do so more

A Captain, however, rallied the remainder, drove off the rebels, and 
succeeded in getting to Bara, the garrison of which, in conjunction with the 
remainder of the reinforcements, again attacked the rebels, and defeated them. The 
Governor-General concludes by saying that, under these circumstances, the situation is 
safe until the arrival of the reinforcements from Egypt.

BORELLI BEY, legal adviser of the Ministry of the Interior, and counsel for 
the prosecution on the trial of Avahi, has asked me to enable Sir Charles Dilke 
to reply to Sir "Wilfrid Lawson’s question regarding him reported in the “Times” 
of the 28tli ultimo. M. Borelli was condemned to six months’ imprisonment and 
50 fr. fine in 1877 for altering lists of persons to whom money was to he distributed for 
relief alter the great inundations of 1870. 

I have always heard that the matter was a political one, and that M. Borclli’s 
action redounded rather to his honour than to his disgrace. M. Borelli makes 
no remark with regard to this, hut he begs me to submit to your Lordship a Decree, 
dated the 3rd November, 1881, stating that the Presidency of the Republic 
rehabilitates M. Borelli from the consequences of his condemnation. The Decree 
was officially communicated to M. Boreilli by the Brunch Consul at Cairo on the 
5tli December, 18,81, in a letter in which he states that he congratulates himself on 
having initiated this act of justice and reparation.

Dear Sir Edward Malet, Head-quarters, Cairo, October 27, 1882. 

IN reply to your letter of the 23rd instant, inclosing the translation of a com¬ 
munication addressed to your Excellency by Clicrif Pasha, I beg to state that, in 
accordance with what I believe was agreed between your Excellency and Sir G. 
\\ olseley, the entire question of the disposal of the arms, ammunition, and warlike 
stores belonging to the Egyptian Government was to Ik* considered purely political 
after the surrender of Arabi had brought to a conclusion active operations in the 
field. 

Erom that date I believe the disposal of all war material has been referred to your 
Excellency, and I find the following course' has been pursued :— 

All heavy guns or guns of position have been left in the various forts where they 
were found, but they have been rendered temporarily unserviceable. All field-guns, 
small arms, and vast quantities of ammunition have been brought to Cairo (with the 
exception of a few still remaining at Alexandria, Damietta, and Ilosetta), and they 
are now in the citadel, under charge of British soldiers. T find, however, that a 
considerable quantity of ammunition has been destroyed, chiefly on account of the 
danger of leaving it about and the difficulty of transporting such immense quantities 
as wore found scattered all over the country to Cairo. The principal destruction of 
ammunition, for these' reasons, has occurred at Damietta. 

The present orders to the officer commanding Royal Artillery are to destroy all 
filled shell only, and no other destruction of warlike stores is now being carried out 
nor permitted, and this is merely done for safety’s sake, as Krupp shells, with 
the construction of which we are not sufficiently acquainted, are most dangerous 
to meddle with, and accidents have already occurred. 

I beg to recommend that the charge and care of the large number of guns, 
stands of arms, and ammunition, both here in the citadel and in Alexandria, be given 
over to the Egyptian Government, not for removal, without reference to your 
Excellency, but to prevent their deterioration from want of proper care. I would 
suggest that the field-guns and ammunition still at Alexandria, Damietta, and 
Rosetta should be given over, to be brought to the magazines in the citadel in Cairo 
by the Egyptian Government. 

No war material of any kind will be destroyed without your Excellency’s 
authority, nor will any be delivered up; but, with reference to your letter of the 2(ith 
instant, just received, I have given instructions for 10,000 rifles and ammunition and 
a battery of mountain-guns to be at once given over to the Egyptian Government for 
service in the Soudan, in compliance with your instructions.

Report by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on the Proceedings of the Court-martial for the 

Week ending October 28, 1882. 

THE Commission of Inquiry met pursuant to adjournment on the 2Sth 
instant, but no business was transacted at the morning sitting. In the afternoon 
Borclli Bey explained the course which he proposed to pursue with regard to the 
prosecution. 

The private examination of witnesses will last four or five days longer, the 
interrogation of prisoners and examination of witnesses, in the presence of counsel lor 
the defence, will then commence, and when this has come to an end the “ acte il’aecusa- 
tion” will be drawn up for submission to the court-martial. The old “acte d’aceusa- 
tion” has been cancelled, but the charges to be brought against the prisoners are the 
those reported in mv ^Memorandum of the 20th Octobei, 1882. 

Borclli Bey informed the Commission that lie proposed to ask the Minister of tho 
Interior to direct the IVefet de Police to search the houses of the prisoners and their 
relations for documents. lLe also said that he had important evidence to bring 
forward implicating Arabi and Abd-cl-Aal Pashas in tho massacre of the Christians at 
Tantah and Arabi Pasha in the burning of Alexandria. 

It has now been decided to bring, in the first place, the following ten prisoners 
before the court-martial, viz., Arabi, Ali Echini, Abd-cl-Aal, Toulba, Mahmoud Saim, 
and Mahmoud Eelnni Pashas, Said Kandrel, Omar Rahmy, Abou Dia, and Sheikh 

On the 21th October Mr. Broadley received sixty-nine documents from the family 
of Arabi Pasha. The papers, after they had been numbered and initialled by myself

IN pursuance of the instructions contained in your Circular despatch of the 10th 
instant, I have the honour to transmit herewith a list, in Arabic, of the arrests made 
at Alexandria in connection with the suppression of the rebellion, furnished to me by 
the local authorities, accompanied by a translation. 

Although I was careful to direct the attention of the authorities to the necessity 
of dividing the lists, now obtained after much delay, into the three categories required 
you, much, I fear, remains to be done on tins score. Should, therefore, the lists 
be deemed incomplete, I will make a further attempt to induce the authorities to 
render them clearer. 

Mr. Vice-Consul Main, of Damietta, the only Consular Agent, I believe, within 
the jurisdiction of this Consulate, not having yet returned to his post, I have been 
unable to obtain the required information from that district. The Governor of 
Alexandria, to whom I applied for it, informs me he is unable to furnish me with it, 
Damietta not being within his province. The same observation applies to the Province 
of 13ehera, which may perhaps be held to be within the particular jurisdiction of this 
Consulate. His Excellency informs me that the necessary lists can only be obtained 
tin •ough the Minister of the Interior. 

The information sent me by the Governor is supplemented by a list of the 
sentences passed by the court-martial sitting in Alexandria on prisoners connected 
with tho rebellion and the events of Alexandria, which sentences are stated to have 
been executed.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 710 of the 28th instant, I have the honour 
to inclose herewith a copy of Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart’s Report on the prisons at 
Tantah, and also a copy of a numerical list, which has been given to me by Clierif 
Pasha, of the number of political prisoners in the provincial prisons. 

On receiving Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart's Report 1 took it at once to Clierif 
Pasha, and called Ids attention to the extraordinary discrepancy in numbers of the two 
statements ; the list inclosed herewith giving fourteen prisoners as the number in the 
Province of Garbich, of which Tantah is tlic chief town, whereas Colonel Stewart 
states that there were in the prisons 359 persons arrested in connection with the 
rebellion. 

Clierif Pasha sent for Riaz Pasha, the Minister of tho Interior, who showed me the 
telegram which lie bad received from the Governor of Garbich, giving the names of 
the fourteen prisoners, llis Excellency said that lie would at once obtain an explana¬ 
tion, but that, in the meantime, be could only suppose that the whole of the surplus 
prisoners wove accused of connection with the riots and massacres which had occurred 
at Tantah and the country round after the bombardment of Alexandria, and were 
therefore not regarded by the Governor as political prisoners. 

I spoke to both the Ministers very strongly on the filthy nature of the prisons 
disclosed by Colonel Stewart’s Report, and though they acknowledged that unfortu¬ 
nately the Report was undoubtedly correct, they said that the state of the prisons was 
in great measure attributable to and consonant with the habits of the fellaheen; the 
state of the camps and the barracks were appalling from tilth, the latter being abso¬ 
lutely unserviceable, in consequence, for British troops. Clierif Pasha observed that 
such evils as these bad been remedied iu the prisons at Cairo, and that his former 
Ministry had asked for a grant of 18,000/. to put the provincial prisons in a decent 
state, hut that political events had prevented the grant from being passed. lie 
intended now to take the matter up again.

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart to Sir E. Malet. 

October 30, 1882. 

IN compliance with your orders, I yesterday inspected the Tantali prisons. 

These prisons consist of three blocks, situated in different parts of the town. 

The first block, or main prison, opens from the court-yard of the M udiriyeh. It 
consists of a short covered-in passage or hall, off which three rooms of medium size 
open. One of these has also two small rooms off it. Both the passage and rooms 
are paved, and the windows are mostly small. At night tho doors of the rooms are 
closed; during the day the prisoners can freely move from one room to the other. 

In this prison 137 men are confined. Of these, ninety-seven are charged with 
offences connected with tho recent riots. The remaining forty are said to be robbers 
and murderers. Many of the prisoners were in chains, and all appeared dirty and 
hopeless. The place was filthy in the extreme, badly ventilated, and smelliug 
oppressively from a cess-pool in the hall. Even for the East, it was also crowded far 
beyond its capacity. 

I spoke to many of the prisoners. As usual, they all asserted their innocence. 
Some said they had been in prison four years awaiting trial. Among the so-called 
political prisoners were some respectable-looking men—Sheikhs of villages, 
Notables, &c. 

They said they did not know why they were imprisoned, that the Mudir had 
■telegraphed for them and had them arrested. 

Among the whole body of prisoners I noticed but one or two soldiers. 

The second prison is in the Prefecture de Police. 

It consists of a small, deep, nearly covered in court-yard, off which five rooms open. 
Pour of these rooms are very small, and almost pitch dark. The fifth room is larger. 
Tho doors of these rooms are all left open. To close them would, perhaps, cause the 
death of the inmates from suffocation. This prison is fully as dirty and disgusting 
as the first, and with an equally offensive smell. 

In this prison there are 1 '20 men, nearly all natives of Tantali, atul charged with 
offences connected with the recent riots. Some were in chains. The periods they had 
been in prison varied from one day to three months. There appeared to he no Sheikhs 
or Notables amongst them. This prison is also crowded to excess. 

With regard to both this and the first prison, I would beg to remark that, 
although I have seen many Turkish prisons, 1 have seldom seen any which for bad 
management, over-crowding, bad smells, dirt, Ac., can rival these. 

Similar, also, to Turkish prisons, I have also but little doubt that many of the 
unfortunate prisoners have been awaiting their trial for years. 

The third prison has been started within the last day or so. It consists of a large 
open court, round which arc a number of rooms. As far as accommodation and 
ventilation are concerned, there is not much to complain of. As the doors of the 
room are constantly left open, the prisoners can freely move about. None are as yet 
in chains. 

In this prison there are 130 men accused of being mixed up in the recent events, 
and thirty-five ordinary criminals. Several of the former class are respectable-looking 
men, Sheikhs of villages in the neighbourhood. All are awaiting trial. 

Both in this and the former prisons many complained that they were hall-starved, 
and had to sell their clothes for bread. The official who accompanied me stated that 
the rule was to give 300 drams of bread only to the most needy. The result of this 
rule is that in the Prefecture prison only twenty-nine daily rations are issued. 

None of the prisoners complained of bodily ill-treatment. 

On leaving, 1 called on the Mudir, and told him it would be my duty to report 
most unfavourably on the state of his prisons and their management, lie agreed that 
they were in a disgraceful state, but said that he coukl do nothing, that lie was over¬ 
whelmed by the never-ending arrests, and that there was no other building available 
for the purpose. I replied that doubtless many of the. men were only in tor light 
offences, and that they had already more than expiated their crimes by the imprison¬ 
ment they had undergone. 

He acknowledged this, and said ho had given instructions to have tho prisoners 
classified, and as many as possible released. I am also told that, of the so-called 
political prisoners, only those charged with serious offences had irons on. 

I also met some of the members of tho Special Commission appointed to inquire 
into the cases of the political prisoners. They acknowledged to the disgraceful and 


crowded state of the prisons, and stated that their progress in the inquiry had been 
very slow; that they had spent the first fifteen days in finding out the true history of 
the riots; that they were greatly hampered by tlicir inability to isolate the 
prisoners; that several of the men implicated were petty lawyers practising in the 
local Courts; and that these advised the other prisoners as to their line of defence. 
They also stated that at their present rate of progress it was doubtful whether they 
would get through with their work under eight months. 

As usual in the East, no sooner had I entered the prisons than I was overwhelmed 
with petitions and mobbed by the prisoners.

My Lord, Corfu, November 7, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a short time ago Ismail Pasha, of the 
Egyptian Government Service, was charged by the Khedive to obtain Albanian 
Mussulmans for the new police corps about to be organized in Egypt. 

The Pasha proceeded to Duleigno, of which he is a native, in July last, when' he 
hoped to find the men required; but the Turkish Government having placed dilli- 
culties in his way, he could not carry on 1 his mission there; so, as the Khedive had 
informed him that the Austrian Government had given its consent to their obtaining 
the men they required from Bosnia and the Herzegovina, he, in September last, 
proceeded to Bagusa, where, however, he was opposed by the authorities. 

The Pasha then hearing that there were constantly Albanians to be found in 
Corfu, arrived here on the 28th ultimo, and caused all the Albanians here to be 
informed that he would accept any for police service in Egypt on the following 
terms :— 

Salary, 3 Napoleons per month, to be paid monthly; one month’s salary to bn 
paid on starting for Egypt. 

Two complete dresses per annum, one for winter, and one for summer, and their 
fares and all expenses to Egypt. 

These terms being heard of on the opposite coast, brought a considerable number 
over to enrol themselves. 

A few days ago, however, it was reported to the Pasha that the Porte had ordered 
three war-ships to cruize between this island and the opposite coast to look out for 
Egyptian steamers, and if any were caught to take them to Constantinople. 

One small boat containing fourteen Albanians was takon, and the men sent up to 
Janina, where 1 believe they are incarcerated. 

The Pasha of Janina, moreover, lias ordered the seizure and removal to Janina of 
all families of the men that have been found by the Turkish Consul here, and lie has 
also ordered the confiscation of all their property. 

The Pasha having heard all this from a reliable source, proceeded yesterday to 
Egypt, and 29(5 Albanians, who having already enrolled themselves and received one 
month’s pay in advance, determined to accompany him. 

All the foregoing information I received from the Pasha himself. 

It is to be feared that the families of those that have left for Egypt will sutler. 


The Pasha informed me that he had heard from a good source that the families of 
the fourteen that were taken in the small boat have been shockingly ill-treated and 
taken to Janina. 

Some of the leading men of these Albanians came to me to ask for my interven¬ 
tion or assistance, but of course I replied that I eoulcl interfere in no way without 
superior orders, which I have not received. 

They said that the action of the Porte was most cruel, as none of them were in 
the Government service, which, from their state of almost starvation, they had sought 
to enter; and they added that, as they were entering the service, in fact, of Turkey 
(the Khedive being a vassal of the Sultan), and in a civil capacity, they looked upon 
the action of the Porte as most cruel, from their being thus prevented from accepting 
the only means offered to them for their support and that of their families. 

The Hellenic authorities here, on the Pasha informing them of his mission, said 
that there was nothing therein at variance with the Greek laws, and they added that 
the Pasha would have whatever assistance they required from them. 

On the opposite coast of Epirus there are many Albanians who, from want of 
employment, are constantly wandering about, and who are a source of danger to the 
numerous English who go over there every winter for sporting purposes. 

In Corfu, also, there arc many starving Albanians who come over here in search 
of employment, but generally with no success. 

Prom what I have heard, there is no doubt but that the present action of the 
Porte will increase the very bad feeling against it that exists in Epirus, and if the 
Greeks ever make an attempt to acquire that province, which they undoubtedly 
always have in view, thcy T , it is thought, will meet from the Mussulmans less opposi¬ 
tion than they would otherwise have done.

My Lord, “ Antelope ,” Dardanelles, November 3, 1882. 

AS His Majesty had expressed a wish for a reply to his message to your Lordship, 
as conveyed in my telegram No. 439 of the 31st ultimo, respecting the way in which 
my projected mission to Egypt might be interpreted, I directed Sir Alfred Sandison 
to proceed to the Palace for the purpose of calling llis ^Majesty’s attention to the 
precedents for such an arrangement, as set forth in your telegram No. 621 of the 
31st ultimo, as well as of intimating to him the expectation which Her Majesty’s 
Government had entertained that the dispatch of a person so well acquainted as 
myself with liis views and wishes would bo more agreeable to him than if a perfect 
stranger to his person and his Empire had been sent. 

That before arriving at Yildiz, however, Sir Alfred Sandison was met by Rescind 
Bey, the Private Secretary, who was on his way to see me at Thcrapia. Accordingly, 
Sir Alfred Sandison turned back with him. As soon as I saAV Rescind Bey, I perceived 
from his embarrassed manner that he was charged with a message which he experienced 
groat difficulty in delivering. After a few preliminary observations, he gave me to 
understand, w ith much hesitancy, that llis Majesty Avas disposed to take in very ill 
part my projected departure, as he considered that to transfer an Ambassador 
accredited to himself to a Consular post in a distant part of his dominion Avas an 
offence (“ offense ”). As soon as this Avord had dropped from Rescind Bey’s lips I 
rose from my seat, and informed him that he must consider our intorvicAV at an end ; 
that I was quite sure that llis Majesty would be the last person to address a disagreeable 
observation to mo in my private capacity. On the other hand, it Avas not to be 
credited that such language could bo intended for Her Majesty’s Ambassador. 
Fortunately, lioAvcver, I did not knoAV the person Avho made use of it. He Avas not 
entitled, so far as I was aware, to make any communication to the Representative of 
a foreign Government, as he possessed no official status Avhatsoever. The best thing, 
therefore, that he could do Avas to return to his Master and inform him that I had 
declined to receive such a message, or rather that I considered the objectionable 
terms which had been used as “ non avenues and that, if His Majesty desired to 
make any communication to me, it must be through the Secretary of State. 

Upon this Rescind Bey almost burst into tears, lie said that ho had anticipated 
my reply, and he deplored the fate Avhich placed him in so false a position. He 
trusted, lioAvcver, that I would not judge His Majesty too harshly, as lie Avas hardly 
responsible for Avhat he did or said. With this observation, Rescind Bey took his 
leave. 

At daylight the next morning, i.c„ Thursday, the day of my intended departure, 
I received a telegraphic message from the Foreign Minister, requesting me to repair 
to Yildiz Kiosk at 1 o’clock that afternoon. On being admitted to the Sultan’s 
presence, llis Majesty received mo with the greatest kindness and cordiality. He 
inquired as to the hour of my departure, and he expressed the best Avishcs for my 
happy voyage and safe arrival. He auspicated a speedy settlement of the affairs of 
Egypt in a manner advantageous to the interests of both countries; and he concluded 
by informing me that, lie Avould address confidential communications to me during my 
absence through the medium of Mr. Wyndham. 

It gives me great satisfaction to bo able to announce to your Lordship this happy 
termination of an incident which at one moment threatened to assume a disagreeable 
character. The fact of His Majesty having sent for me to bid me good-bye is in itself 
advantageous from many points of vieAv, especially as, instead of any longer seeking 
to impede or gainsay my mission to Egypt, the Sultan seems iioav disposed to use and 
regard me as one of his oavii familiar Agents in that province. 

There is no doubt that llis Majesty, and, indeed, a great number of the Turks, 
when they first heard of my impending journey, at once conceived the idea that the 
English Government intended me on my arrival at Cairo to take possession of the 
country, and to administer it henceforth as an English Viceroy ruling over a British 
dependency. These apprehensions Avould have prevailed even at the Forte itself if I 
had not taken an early opportunity of disabusing the mind of tho Prime Minister and 
of the Minister for Foreign Affairs of such a notion.

Sir, “Helicon” at Alexandria, October 29, 1S82. 

BEFORE leaving the shores of Egypt, I desire to submit to the Lords Commis¬ 
sioners of the Admiralty the strong opinion which I entertain as to the desirability of 
our availing ourselves of an opportunity w hioh may never again occur for deepening 
the channels leading into the harbour of Alexandria, so as to admit therein ships of the 
extreme draught of 30 feet. 

2. I am credibly informed that, had it not been for the opposition of the Military 
party, this project would have been realized and a commencement would have been 
made in 1881. The Khedive and the foreign element in Egypt xvere favourable to it, 
and there was at that time a readiness on the part of the merchants of Alexandria to 
subscribe largely to the enterprise, which, from altered circumstances, cannot now be 
expected of them. 

3. I firmly believe, and I do not speak without book, that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have only to propose it to the advisers of the Khedive to ensure its being taking 
in hand while the British forces arc still in the country. I need not expatiate on the 
advantages to commerce, which will be derived from the deepening of the channel. 
Four or live times since May of this year, large merchant steamers have touched the 
ground 'when going out or entering in bad weather (one of the transports did so in 
September last, but fortunately was handed off by Her Majesty’s ship “Achilles,”) 
and an increased depth of water in the passes means the safe anchorage for Her 
Majesty's ships of the “Alexandra " and “ Indexible ” classes within them, instead of 
at a dangerous one outside the reefs in bad holding ground at which vessels cannot 
remain in north-westerly or northerly blows. 

4. I think that the original plans for deepening the channels are deposited either 
at the Foreign Office or at the Board of Trade, but, if I am mistaken, the contractors 
for the Alexandria Harbour Works, Sir George Elliot and Co., arc sure to be in 
possession of them, and would have no objection to their being furnished to their 
Lordships.

I HAVE the honour to forward extract from a communication received from 
Earhad Bey, the Governor of Berhera, together with the original of the Proclamation 
and endorsement, alluded to. 

it did not seem advisable to forward the document to Abdul Kadir Pasha. 

I apprehend that this is an attempt to exculpate himself, on the part of the Bey, 
from the obvious conclusion that he Avas in receipt of the Proclamation of the 
21st July earlier than the 28th September. The letter from the Under-Secretary 
to the Governor-General of the, Soudan is dated the 2Gth July, and letters do not take 
two months to reach Berhera via Suez and Aden. 

[ do not altogether believe in the consistent loyalty of the Governor of Berhera ; 
and I would invite attention to paragraph 7 of Captain Scaly’s Beport of bis visit to 
Zailali last August as to the disposition of the Egyptian troops at that port. I now 
hear actual disturbances are apprehended there. 

It is not known why the late Governor of Berhera, Abdul Rahmon Bey, was 
removed, unless he was indisposed to throw himself in with Arahi Pasha’s party. 

It would be an excellent thimr, both for British and Egyptian interests, if the 
garrisons of Berhera and Zailali, including the Governor of the former, were relieved. 
Eor the present, Abubekr Pasha is serving our purpose, and need not be interfered 
with except in regard to bis method of levying customs dues, already reported.

WE inform you that two days ago, that is, on the 28th September, 1882, we 
received a despatch through Mr. ILassau Ali Bajab Ali, the' Khedivial despatch-boats 
agent at Aden, in which we found a cover containing a letter from Arahi, the purport 
of which was such as would rouse the feelings of the public against ouv Lord the 
Khedive. 

The letter was sent to us through the agent at Cairo to the Governor-General of 
the Soudan. When we saw that this letter was against our Lord the great Khedive we 
did not like it to be published amongst the people, as there was order in it to do 
so. Nobody saw this letter except ourselves and our Secretary. 

We endorsed on this letter that, as a\o did not like it, wo did not publish it, and 
blamed the agent to his Excellency Abdul Kadir, the Governor-General of the 
Soudan, for the same, as the letter was stamped by his seal, and as he also wrote us to 
publish the same in the country. We send \ou the letter herewith, together with our 
endorsement on it. After perusing this letter, please send it, after covering it, to his 
Excellency Abdul Kadir Pasha, or the person in charge of the duty on behalf of the

Sir, Birket-es-Sab, November 2, 1882. 

IT is with regret that T have to inform you that I am in daily receipt of complaints 
from the European residents in this district that they cannot attend to their business 
in the villages without being grossly insulted and threatened with violence by the 
natives; these complaints, instead of diminishing, have lately considerably increased, 
and I am of opinion that prompt and decisive, steps should lx* taken by tin* authorities 
to put a stop to such demonstrations of ill-feeling, which, if left uncurbed, must 
shortly lead to acts of violence. As far as 1 can learn, the present unfriendly hearing 
of fellahs towards Europeans is caused by their finding that their debts have not been 
cancelled by Arabi as they were led to believe; and owing to the delay in the trial of 
Arabi, there is a general feeling among them that he will return to power, the most 
absurd rumours being daily current. 

I inclose, as a sample of the complaints 1 am daily receiving, a letter from some 
Greek merchants resident at Birket-es-Sab. 

I have duly communicated with the local authorities, who seem most anxious to 
put a stop to the growing evil complained of, and 1 trust that you will set* lit to make 
suitable representations on the subject in the proper quarter.

Sir, Birket-es-Sab, November 2, 1882. 

TIIE undersigned merchants, residing in this village, beg to inform you that yes¬ 
terday, in the afternoon, returning from their business in a distant village, and 
crossing the village Dabaiba, belonging to the property of His Highness the Khedive, 
were most grossly insulted by the fellahs of the said village, and, on remonstrating and 
asking redress from the Sheli-el-Bcled, they were surrounded by a wild crowd of fella¬ 
heen, some of them armed with nahoots, and foremost two negroes wore most insulting 
and provoking. The fellaheen bad the impudence to say that Arabi has dishonoured 
their mothers, and that these fellaheen, his faithful followers will shortly dishonour 
their sisters, and much more filthy language have they used. Such things occur 
often, too, at the village Zuer, near by, and other villages, and therefore beg you most 
earnestly to bring if to notice, where due, and prevent the ill-feeling of fellaheen in 


this region from degenerating to open hostilities to the European residents. Other¬ 
wise, if the fellaheen are left unpunished, at this rate the Europeans will be 
afraid of their lives every time that they have to go out of home for their various 
businesses.

AYE, the Prince of generous Princes and Chief among the great and noble,

Letter from Mohamed Zajir to Arabi Pasha. 

(No. 5.) 

To bis Excellency the Egyptian Minister of AVar, 

I HAA r E presented your two faithful letters to His Majesty the Sultan, and from 
their contents he has learnt all your sentiments of patriotism and watchfulness, and 
especially have the promises you make of your efforts to guard faithfully and truly 
Ilis Majesty’s interests been a cause of lively satisfaction to His Majesty; so much so that 
His Majesty ordered me to express his favour and his pleasure to you, and further 
bade me write to you as follows, viz.: As the maintenance of the integrity of the 
Caliphate is a duty which touches the honour of ('very one of us, it is incumbent on 
every Egyptian to strive earnestly after the consolidation of my power, to prevent 
Egypt from passing out of my hands into the rapacious grasp of foreigners, like the 
Vilayet of Tunis has passed, and 1 repose all my confidence in you, my son, to exert 
all your influence, and to put forth every effort to prevent such a thing happening, 
and you are to beware never for ono momont to lose sight of this important point, and 
to omit none of the precautionary measures which are called for by the age in which 
we live, keeping always before you as a perpetual goal the. defence of your faith and 
of your country ; and (-specially you are to persist in maintaining your confidence and 
the ties which bind you. 

That country (Egypt) is of the highest importance to England and France, and 
most of all England, and certain seditious intriguers in Constantinople, following in 
the path of these Governments, have for some time past been busy with their 
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treacherous and accursed projects, and since they have found it to their profit 
zealously to promote these intrigues and seditions in Egpyt, it is the especial desire of 
His Majesty that you should keep a very careful eye on these' (persons or things), and 
according to the telegrams and news sent by the Khedive, Tewtik l’asha, one of this 
party, we see that he is weak and capricious, and also it is to ho remarked that one of 
liis telegrams does not corroborate another, hut they are all in contradiction (wound 
each other). In addition to this, I may tell you that Ali Nizami Pasha and Ali Fuad 
Bey have spoken to liis Majesty most highly in your favour, and Ahmed ltatib Pasha 
also has repeated to His Majesty the substance of the conversation he had with you in 
the railway-carriage between the stations of Zagazig and Malula (?), and as liis 
Majesty places the greatest confidence in Ahmed Pasha, His Majesty desires me again 
for this to express his trust in you, and to say that, as he considers you a man of the 
highest integrity and trustworthiness, he requires oC you above all things to prevent 
Egypt from passing into the hands of strangers,and to be careful to allow them no pretext 
for intervention there. The orders which Ahmed Pasha ltatib will receive on this 
head will be separately communicated to you. Both my letter and that of Ahmed 
Pasha ltatib, by order of His Majesty, have been written by one of His Majesty’s own 
private Secretaries, and after we have affixed our seals to the letters we also put an 
extra special seal on the envelopes, and in a special and secret manner I tell you that 
the Sultan has no confidence in Ismail, Halim, or Tew Ilk; but the man who thinks of the 
future of Egypt, and consolidates the ties which bind her to the Caliphate, who pays due 
respect to His Majesty and gives free course to his Firmans, who assures his indepen¬ 
dent authority in Constantinople and elsewhere, who does not give bribes to a swarm of 
treacherous sub-officials, who does not deviate' one hair’s breadth from his line of duty, who 
is versed in the intrigues and machinations of our European enemies, who will watch 
againt them and ever preserve his country and his faith intact—a man who does this 
will be pleasing and grateful, and accepted by our great lord, the Sultan. If I have 
not entered into any further details in this letter of mine, I beg you to excuse me, 
because Ahmed ltatib Paslia ouly arrived three days ago, and yet in that time, owing 
to his declarations of your lidelity and true intentions, His Majesty lias expressed his 
full confidence in you. I only received the message I have just given you yesterday. 
I hope to be able to send you by next week’s post a more detailed letter. In every 
case be careful not to let any letters you send fall into strange hands, but try to get a 
special messenger, and as for this time it would be better if you were to send your 
answer by the man who brings this letter.

Letter from Ahmed Ben Ratib to Arabi Pasha. 

(No. G.) 

I RELATED to His (Majesty the Sultan the conversation we had on the railway 
between the stations of Zagazig and Malesa, on my return to Constantinople, and it 
caused great pleasure to liis Majesty, and lie ordered me to communicate to you his 
Imperial compliments. I related to liis (Majesty all the kind treatment I received at 
your hands and the courtesy my eyes witnessed while I was at Cairo, and liis Majesty 
was extremely gratified thereat, so that the satisfaction he felt at your devotion and 
fidelity was increased manyfold. People had made him think that you wen* acting, I 
know not how, contrary to right, and had succeeded in perverting liis (Majesty’s ideas 
about you, but now as I have exposed the true state of the case to him, I swear to you 
that His (Majesty deeply repents ever having paid any attention to these ialse and 
lying statements about you, and as a good proof of this, 11 is (Majesty has commanded 
me to write this letter and to express to you the sentiments which follow. It matters 
nothing who is Khedive of Egypt, his intentions and his conduct must be governed 
with the greatest care, and all bis actions must tend to secure the future of Egypt, 
and to uphold the intact sovereignty of the Caliph, while he must show the most perfect, 
faith in upholding tin* faith and the country’s rights. This will hi* required ol him. 
Of the pe rsons who have been on tin* lvhedivial throne, Ismail Pasha and liis 
predecessors gave bribes to Ali Pasha, Fuad Pasha, Midhat Pasha, and other repre¬ 
sentatives of the Sublime Porte, traitors, and after shutting the eyes of the officials, 
dared to overtax and oppress the Egyptians. And in addition to this they made heavy 
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debts and brought the Egyptians under a grievous yoke. And to-day in the eyes of 
the world their state has specially appealed to our pity, hut the whole position is an 
extremely delicate one, which calls for the necessity of Gliding a speedy and sure 
remedy. Therefore it behoves you above all tilings to prevent anything that might 
lead to foreign intervention, and never to stray from the just and true path nor to 
listen to any treacherous falsehoods, but in every way, with watchful care, to hinder 
the seditious projects of foreigners. 

This is the great hope ol the Sultan. And since we two shall correspond in the 
future you must take necessary precaution to prevent our letters from falling into 
strange hands. For this is the easiest way at present, and there is no safer channel 
you can find, to entrust your correspondence to the true and trusty man who carries 
this letter, and that of Sheikh Mohmned Zafir. I would also add that it is 
indispensable that you should send secretly some officer who knows well what is going 
on in Egypt, and who is a trusted friend of yours, to present at the footstool of His 
Majesty the reports on the state of the country in true detail. 

1 beg you to send the answer by the man who brings this letter.

ALL the papers of every kind, and the various tellers of news, have informed 
the country ol a certain fact, whose authenticity it is impossible to doubt. It appears 
that tin' Khedive, Tewtik Pasha, has declared to the Europeans that their lives wore 
in danger, and that he was incapable of bolding the reins of Government. Then lie 
invited Franco and England to aid him in maintaining public peace. 

This news lias been confirmed by the arrival of the combined squadrons in our 
waters, and the resignation of the (Mahmoud Sami (Ministry tendered on the Khedive's 
acceptance ol the note presented by the Representatives of the two Powers, demanding 
to interfere in the internal administration. 

The Circular published by the Khedive after the resignation of the Sami Ministry 
tends to tranquillize the public feeling on the question of the arrival of the fleets. It 
says that this squadron came to anchor in our waters with the sole object of re-estab¬ 
lishing order and maintaining public peace. This fact has proved to us most 
evidently that it was the Khedive who demanded the iron-chads, and that his real 
object in tins was to give an opening to the authority of the Powers who sent their 
fleets into our waters. 

This conduct, then, being contrary to the prescriptions of the Firmans of the 
Porte, and endangering the rights of the country, whilst it is in opposition to the 
precepts of the pmilled Moslem law, we, Ouida, Sheikhs, Notables, and inhabitants 
of the district of Farskond, in the Province of Dakahlieh, hereby disown all the acts 
of the Khedive, and refuse to accept them with one voice ; we demand his deposition 
in order to save the interests of the country, and to guard against Egypt’s passing from 
under the authority of our high Sovereign Power. May God strengthen it.

In the demands set forth in this note, it is sought to strike at the rights of the 
country and its people, to annul the Pivmans of the Porte and Sultan our Lord and 
Master, the Prince of the Faithful, may God strengthen his power; to break off our 
relations with the Sublime Porte, and openly and plainly to intervene in affairs of 
internal administration. It asks the banishment of some of our men, and the dismissal 
of the Princes who are our Ministers, which is nothing else but taking possession of 
the country.

Our country of Egypt being a dependency 
of the Porte, and with granted privileges from the Sultan, which confer on the 
Governor of our land the direction of our internal questions without any foreign inter¬ 
vention which might tend to break off our dependency on the Sublime Porte, our high 
Sovereign Power, and take from us our privileges—we reject the note of the Powers 
and him who accepts it, most absolutely and for ever.

AA r E, Avhose names and seals are hereto affixed, Omdalis of the district of 
Aassini, in the Mudiricts of Ghizeh and Atfeh, declare that, after Avhat has been often 
published as to the establishment of a concert betAveen England and Prance for the 
dispatch of squadrons in our waiters, and seeing that their lleets have actually arrived 
and surrounded us on every side, these facts have much alarmed and troubled us. 
AVe have striven io find the motive Avliich actuated these tAVO Poavoi's to act in this 
Avay, but we have been unable to discover any other than that the Khedive is in 
connivance Avitli them, that, ho lias put himself under their protection, and pretends 
that he is fortified by their support. This has been confirmed to us by his acceptance 
of the note presented by the Uvo Consuls of England and Prance, in Avliich wo are 
asked for things Avliich avc Avill never agree to as long as avc live, for the hostility and 
tyranny of the PoAvers toAvards us is a thing to Avliich they have no right, seeing that 
avc are subject to the Sublime Porte. AVe Avill never recognize any other suzerainty 
over us than that of the Prince of the Faithful, God’s Representative. 

llis Highness the Khedive Avishcd this state of all'airs ill for us and our country, 
Avliich has been caused by tbe meddling of foreign Powers, in our internal questions, 
contrary to the Firmans of the Porte, tin 4 privileges granted to Egypt, and the rights 
of the Power to Avhieh avc are subject; it has been brought about by his cowardly 
Government, bis bad conduct, and his incapacity to rule the country on its established 
constitution. AVe, therefore, all, in our name and that of all the inhabitants ot our 
neighbouring districts, declare Avitli one voice that avc Avill not have Tcwfik Pasha, the 
cause of all our misfortunes, for our Khedive; avo bog the Sublime Poi’te to take* the 
question into consideration and to name as Khedive some one Avitli a true love of his 
country, avIio Avould keep it subject to the Sublime Porte. If this does not happen 
we are ready instantly to sacrifice our persons, our children, and our Avcalth to resist 
all avIio resist us and try to tyrannize over us; for the questions out of AA'hich all the 
difficulties have arisen are purely internal, and no Power has the right of interference 
in matters of this sort, the more so that avc have not displayed the slightest hostilities 
nor tin 4 slightest oppression toAvards one of their subjects. Consequently, avc are 
agreed that his Excellency Ahmed Pasha Arahi, Minister of AVar and Marino, should 
he named our representative in all questions concerning the preservation of our 
country, our faith, and our honour. AAA 4 are all under his orders, for a\c all Avisli lor 
him (as our chief), and consent, to anything lit 4 may do. We are children, and our 
goods are at his disposal, waiting a sign from his Excellency, and acting on the 
Divine precept. Quotations from the Kur’aan : “ Eight in God’s path those Avho 
oppose you,” “ hut he not aggressive, for God loveth not the assailants ;” and on this 
other precept: “ He avIio is aggressive towards you, he ye aggressive towards him.”

IN our name and that of all tin* inhabitants of this Province of the Payoum, avo 
declare that, while avc Avere in security, in the greatest peace, and going each man 
about his work under flu* xhadoAV of tin 4 Successor (Caliph) of God upon earth, him 
Avho is the raiser of the two worlds, the King of the two rtoble temples of Islam, 
tlio Sultan, son of the Sultan, Abdul Hamid Khan, may God give him victory, \vo 
suav entering into the 4 ports of Egypt an Anglo-French squadron, which the Khedive, 
by his tricky endeavours, dared to bring in for his ow n personal ends.

Where uoa\ are the days A\hen the great among the Sovereigns of Europe obeyed 
the Sublime Porte, listened to her words, and bowed down before the slightest sign 
from her? Where are the times when Furopeans dared not to look with an ambitions 
eye on Egypt? If it v\as so of old the reason was that the ancient Kings of Fgypt 
kept within the right moral limits in their altitude towards the Porte's rights, was 
attached to her, and obeyed her orders such as they wen 1 given and understood. 

So vve end by declaring, all of ns, with unanimous voice and single heart, that 
after what we have just said the present Khedive ought no longer to bo kept in power, 
and we can therefore in no [sir] accept his remaining as our Khedive. We are all 
ready to defend our cherished country under the living shadow" of our High Sultan, 
whose power may Cod increase, and in the interests of Egypt vve name as our 
representative the noble, high-soulod, and intrepid Eero Ahmed Pasha Avabi, Minister 
of War and Marino, the man who is devoted to the Caliphate.

(No. 61.) 

TUTS is what we lay before the throne of our Lord and Master the Sultan, 
Prince of the Faithful, true successor of the Prophet, defender.ol Moslem homes—- 
may God prolong our Sultan’s shadow over men, and continue his power to the end of 
time! 

The special aim of all the Imperial Firmans is the safety of the person, honour, and 
property of the Khedive, Tewtik Pasha, from the day of his accession to the lvhediviate, 
ceases not from transgressing all that is laid down in the Firmans, i.e., the admirable 
and fundamental rule above quoted. Often has he had to resort to intrigues to 
surprise and harm the officers and others, and refused to listen to the wise men of 
Egypt when they asked him to act in conformity to the Firmans. He laid traps tor 
the army, and when he saw that he could not succeed in what In* attempted he told 
the Representatives of the Powers that it was impossible for him to direct tin*.country 
and maintain order, lie pretended that the lives of the ioreigners established in 
Egypt were in danger, and thus brought about the arrival of a foreign torce in our 
Egypt, which depends on the Sublime Porte. lie did all in his power to facilitate the 
introduction of this force into the country, in order to put down all who might oppose 
him, thus acting in a way which infringed the conditions of tin* Firmans of tho 
Sublime Porte. In this he disobeyed our Lord, the Prince of the vaithful, and 
violated the above conditions, transgressing our true law, for which he merits deposition, 
from the Throne of Egypt, a dependency of the Porte. 

When the combined squadrons of Lnglaml and France arrived in Alexandrian 
waters the Representatives of the two Powers presented to the President ol the last 
Ministry, Mahmoud Sami, a note in which they demanded to interfere with the 
internal affairs of the country. The Ministry refused these demands made* to it, and 
invited the Khedive to act in tin* same manner. He answered that he accepted the 
note after having already declared to the Ministry that lie had referred the question 
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to the Porte, and was awaiting its answer. The Ministry, on seeing his readiness to 
accept the note, before he had received the Porto’s answer, resigned rather than 
infringe on the rights of Turkey. When we assembled and asked the Khedive to 
retract his acceptance of the note, and to act in conformance with the conditions of 
the Firmans and to obey the Porte, lie absolutely refused to listen to our demands. 
He then said before us that the Sublime Pone had sent him a telegram notifying that 
it could not be responsible for the peace of the country, for which the responsibility 
lay with the army. We asked him to warn the army of this, to which he answered 
that the telegram had come in those terms but he would not communicate it. Mean¬ 
while he established a system of espionage in the provinces and everywhere to foment 
general disorganisation, and so gave cause for a foreign military intervention. Seeing 
that this man, by all these his acts, continued obstinately to disobey the Porte, and to 
stir up tho troublous elements of 1 lie country, and seeing that, if this state 1 of things 
continued, it would give rise to difficulties which it would be hard to combat later on, 
we have all decided in this assembly that he ought to be taken aAvay from the head of 
the Government, and that a now Government should be temporarily established and 
entrusted Avith the maintenance of order and public peace, and Avith the management 
of affairs until the Prince of the Faithful sends an order naming a successor avIio will 
obey the rules ol the Firmans, and will never transgress their bounds. We inform 
the Prince oi the F’aithlul of these measures, Avhicli avc have taken to save the country 
from all danger, and to keep it under the suzerainety of the Porte and of our Sultan, 
in Avliose solicitude avc found our hope. AVe believe that he Avill condescend to 
approA'c our conduct by conferring the lvhediviate on a man capable of keeping 
intact the rules established by the Firmans, and the privileges granted to Egypt by 
Imperial bounty. 

May God strengthen and prolongtho power of our Lord the Sultan, Avhoso obedient 
and sincerely devoted servants we are.

Letter from Bedouin Sluilch. 

(No. 62.) 

IN the name of God tho merciful and compassionate. Praise be to God avIio has 
given poAver to the Moslems by the grace of victory, and has strengthened the strong 
through all time. Our Prophet acted according to the commands of God when God 
said to him, to encourage him, “Oh, Prophet! urge on the believers to battle. 8 ' 
Blessings and peace on our Lord Mahomet, the most eloquent of all clear speakers, on 
him avIio verified God’s law and embraced it, and on his friends and followers and 
relations. 

I lay before tin* nourishing, smiling, attentive, high, noble, and Avorthy PoAA r er 
that at the present time certain foreign Powers are most dangerously threatening the 
Moslem religion Avith machines of Avar and preparations ivhich they pretend to be 
formidable. They have laid siege to many of our frontier towns, such as Alexandria. 
They have shown that they came prepared to attack the Moslems, since the moment 
they arrived they began to get their engines of Avar in order and threw out chains to 
prevent the Moslems from getting at them Avlien we Avished to east them out and 
make the true faith triumphant. 

Let no doubt remain in the wise that this conduct of foreign PoAvers is a pure 
aggression and an interference in Avhat does not concern them, for the country is not 
in their hands, and they have no authority ov r or tho poor or the rich Moslems. No, 
the Lord of the Moslem is God, the Lord of all men, avIio gave in his Book, clearly 
expressed this glorious order to the Prophet. “ Oh, Prophet! make Avar on tho infidels 
and deceivers, and be hard towards them, for their homo is hell, a bitter end for 
them.” And again he said to him : “ Gather together the zealous Chiefs, those avIio go 
before and those avIio follow after, to fight ever for the upholding of the faith, and let 
them not be troubled at the number of the enemy.” 

The glorious Koran says also : “ Strive after victory, and God Avill give it you, 
and strengthen your going.” The result of all Avliicli is that avc should uphold the 
faith of Islam, the only religion in God’s eyes to which victory has been promised, and 
God does not fail in his promises. Our hearts, then, are sure of victory, even though 
avc are feiv in number, and ivo knoiv that those avIio die shall enter into Paradise.

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The Moslems, tlien, must wage a holy war, united now that the infidels arc inter¬ 
fering with us in a hostile manner, words like these will unite the whole Moslem 
world: “ There is no God but God, and Mahomet is his Prophet.” The Avords are the 
holy words of Islam, and its last words. In conformity with the Divine commands 
the Arise among the Sheikhs of the Bedawin have decided that we must make ready to 
combat the evil of the enemies who have interfered with us without a cause, and 
many of our men have been dispatched to the frontier towns in which may happen 
such things as our enemies declare publicly they arc preparing for us. The strength 
of our troops lies in the Mualiadin, who arc of the best quality in Avar. They are 
folloived by Bedawin tribes, avIio look upon death only as a profit, thinking of the splendid 
reward which they Avill have in the other Avorld, and who consider it Avoukl be an eternal 
disgrace to allow' Europeans to govern the Egyptians and the tribes. And so we are 
under the orders of the Prince of armies, the most pure and glorious Ahmed Pasha 
Arabi, for his natural character and the stuff of which lie is made arc such as elevate 
the Avord of truth and religion and east out vice from the party of Islam. If, which 
God forbid, his strength should fail, or his party groAV cold, avc are then certain that 
the hand of the enemy Avill fall heavy upon us, and they Avill laugh at us Avith the 
tongue of wickedness. There can be no disputing that in that case death Avoukl be 
SAveeter to us than life. Therefore avc declare that avc have bound ourselves and 
SAVorn by God that avc aa ill not forsake the party of our Prince until avc have gained a 
life happy Avith glory or a death Avith good testimony. God forbid that we should 
choose another Chief than him, or another General, saying ever, “ God suffices for us.” 
We lift up the hands of supplication toAvards the Omnipotent that he may prolong 
the poAver of our only Sovereign our Caliph the Sultan Abdul Hamid, that he may 
strengthen his power, prolong his victories, and annihilate with his sword every sceptical 
infidel, every deceiver, and every shameless liar.

(No. 01.) 

Bequest to his Excellency the Head of the Army and of the National Liberal Egyptian 
party : the Minister of War and .Marine, Ahmed Pasha Arabi. 

WHEN the Anglo-French fleets came to anchor in the Alexandria harbour, and 
took possession of the passages [straits] of our Government without the pretext oft lie 
public peace having been troubled, and avIkml none of the subjects of the PoAvers had 
suffered any injury to his honour, his person, or his property, the minds (of man) did 
not knoAv Avhat to think of the arrival of the fleets, and Avore very troubled. 

When the Consuls of the Iavo Powers presented the joint note, and the inhabitants 
learnt that it wns in opposition to the national aspirations, and struck at the rights of 
the Sublime Porte and the privileges of Egypt, they presented themsehes before us, 
and begged of us to reject the aforesaid note for ever, saying that they refused all 
foreign interference in the affairs of the Egyptian Government. They charged us to 
beg your Excellency to take the measures necessary for the Avelfare of their dear 
country, and [to say] that they Avore ready to defend it Avith their lives, their property, 
and their children. Their hope and ours is that you will listen to their prayers and 
take it into consideration, and that you will protest against the encroaching spirit 
which brought the vessels of Avar, and caused the presentation of the note A\hith has 
caused trouble and great excitement throughout the country. If we had not stmen 
to smooth down difficulties, and to impress on those Avho came to us that the licet had 
only come in a friendly Avay, and that the note Avas intelligible [? Avord illegible], 
we should haA'e had a disturbance of the public peace in a manner which it would have 
been difficult to remedy later on. 

Therefore avc have thought it necessary to say Avliat has gone before in the name 
of all the inhabitants and our own, that you may consider our request, and take tho 
steps necessary to maintain tho desired peace and tranquillity, as avc have said. 

And for this avc stretch out supplicating hands lor tho eternal duration of the 
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power of our lord the Prince of the faithful, highest among the high, may God 
prolong his days.

This note, on the presentation of Avhieh all (adminis¬ 
trative, business came to a standstill, contains, amongst other demands, one for tho 
resignation of the present Ministry, a member of Aviiich is the high-souled Achmcd 
Pasha Arabi, Head of the Egyptian army, and representative of the Egyptian nation. 
The acceptance of this note avouUI he a ldoAV to the right of the Sublime Forte. 

Wc have never knoAvn a time in Avliicli avc have enjoyed such security, tranquillity, 
and peace, and the good favour of our chiefs and rulers to such an extent as during 
the Government of the aforementioned Ministry. 

Therefore avc all, Avith one heart and one voice, absolutely reject the note. Wo 
refuse any other Head for the Egyptian army or representative for the Egyptian 
nation than the high-souled Arabi Pasha. We agree to every measure his Excellency 
may take for the public Avcal and country’s good. Wc are all ready to give up our 
lives and our property to back him in the struggle against any Avho by the slightest 
act should sIioav himself hostile to our country or trouble the general peace.

Report bij Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on the Proceedings of the Court-martial , 
for the Week ending November 4, 1882. 

October 29.—Various evidence Avas given respecting the events of the 12th 
July. The Prefet de Police came before the Court and stated that it Avas no use 
searching the houses of the prisoners unless he avus alloAved to imprison the servants 
and put pressure upon them. He asked mo if this would be permitted. I replied 
that no ill-treatment of servants for the purpose of extracting information from them 
could be allowed. 

October 30.—Officers of infantry and cavalry examined Avitli reference to tho 
events of the lltli and 12th July. A member of the Tantah Commission appeared and 
gave evidence regarding the part taken by Abou Dir, Aide-de-camp to Abdul Aal 
Pasha, in the massacre at Tantah on the 13th duly. Air. Broadley wrote officially to 
say that he proposed to defend the following prisoners and no others, viz. : Arabi, 
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T mill toll, Ali Fclimv, Alulul Aal, Osman Fouzi, and Yacoub Sami, Pashas; Slicikli 
Mahomet Abdon, and Ahmed Pit'aat Bey. 

October 31.—Furl her examination <d‘ officers of the Egyptian army with reference 
to the events of the 11th and 12th duly. 

November 1.—More evidence with regard to the events of the 12th July. 

1\ ith the consent of Borelii Bey, Mr. Broadley substituted Khadr Bey Khadr for 
Osman Pasha Fouzi in the list of men he was going to defend. 

The prisoners were visited. One man, Ahmed Abdul Saleem complained that he 
received insufficient food, and an order v r as given ihat he should receive a daily ration 
as if on service with his regiment. Yacoub Pasha Sami and others complained that 
the sentries, during the night, constantly shook the doors of their cells so as to prevent 
their sleeping, and thus render them unable to collect their thoughts when brought 
before the Commission. The President of the Commission called the Major of the 
Prison Guard before the Commission, and ordered him to see that nothing of the kind 
occurred agaiu. 

November 2.—Evidence as to the events of the 12th July, and the carriage of 
letters between Arabi Pasha and the members of the Sultan’s suite at Yildiz Kiosquc. 
One of the prisoners interrogated, Ali Bey Raglieb, complained that some money 
taken from him had not been returned (set' special Memorandum of the 3rd Novem¬ 
ber). A dispute arose between Borelli Bey and Mr. Broadley with regard to the exact 
meaning of the Agreement signed by them; a supplementary Agreement was drawn up 
and signed. 

November 3.—Officers of gendarmerie and others give evidence with regard to the 
burning of Alexandria. 

November 4.—The Sheikhs of quarters at Alexandria and gendarmes gave evidence 
as to the manner in which the people were compelled to leave Alexandria before the 
town was burned. Mr. Broadley handed to me to-day translations of most of the 
papers given to him by Arabi Pasha. 

The efforts of the Commission during the week to find out who ordered the burning 
of Alexandria have not been attended with much success. The witnesses invariably 
answer that the town was burned by Suleiman Sami and his regiment, but whether by 
order of Arabi Pasha or not they do not know. It seems, however, clear that Suleiman 
Sami retained the confidence of Arabi i’asha after the retirement to Kafr Dowar, and 
that no attempt was made to punish any one foi incendiarism, pillage, or murder of 
Christians.

Report on the Soudan by M. Hunsal. 

DEPTHS la repression dc la revolte dans le Sen’aar, Tarmec des insurges s’est 
rdpandue dans trois districts separcs, mais, eependant, sous line sculc direction. Le 
Mahdi, avee le gros dc Tarmec, sc trouvo au Djebel-Gedir dans le Tekelc; unc 
deuxieme handc met a feu et a sang la province de Kordofan. La troisieme de ces 
troupes de brigands (“ Rauhvolk ”) s’etend le longdu Nil-Blanc, depuis Dnem jusqua 
Jeziret-Aba sur la rive oeeidentale, et depuis Kami jusqu’a Marahia sur la^ rive 
orientale. Lc 19 Aout le telegraphy annom;a unc grande defaite des rebclles pres de 
Bara. Grace a cctte defaite, la tranquillity se retablit pendant un moment dans le 
Kordofan; la ville il’Obeid IT it ravitaillce, et la route dc Khartoum resta libre. 
L’cmigrat ion prolita de ce moment: 000 .Djellab lormerent unc forte caravaue, et 
arrivi N rent sains et sail is a Khartoum. Le depart du personnel de notre Mission etait 
deja annoncce pour la fin de ce mois d’Aoiit. 

L’armee insurgee le long du Ih'iive a aussi suhi unc defaite importante. Le 
28 Aout les soldats figyptiens livrhrcnt pres dc Dnem line bataille au Chef Achmcfc 
Woad-el-lMakasclicl‘, dans laqiu'lle 3,500 Dervesches restcrent, sur le terrain; lours 
cadavres furent donnes en pat lire aux crocodiles. De eette fa con 1 avance projetee 
sur Khartoum lilt arret ee. A partir do ce jour les communications postales et 
telcgraphiques avee Kordofan se trouverent interronqmcs. Quelques temps auparavant 
ces monies brigands avaient completement detruit la ville coiunierciale de Seliatt, 
massacre la population male, et enleve les feinines et les enlants, ainsi quo tout le 
biitin qu’ils avaient pu trouver. „ , 

Sc halt se trouve ii cinq heures dt' Dnem, sur la route dc Kordotan, et etait 
habit ce par 3,000 coiniiieryants indigenes (“ Djellab ”). Sur 1 emplacement de cette 
ville il if y a ])lus qui' eendres et dccombres. 

Apres cette victoire des troupes Gouvernementales, le Maluli so dirigea a\oc le 
gros de son armee sur Kordofan. Le 8 Septembrc, ii Taube, des masses tie troupes 
avancerent centre la ville d’Obeid, qui etait ontource dc fosses, et defend no par 
6,000 lions tireurs avee douze canons. Ce qui dement ra jusqu a quel point le 
fanatisme pent aniener les homines, e’est la temerite iolle avee laquelle ces homines se 
ji'terent devant la inert. I’endant cinq lu'ures ils rcuouvelereut attaques sur attaques, 
quoique les premieres lignes tombaient par troupes cut Hires, et quo pas un seul

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nomine put francliir les fosses. Aprils des pertes qui doivont depasser 10,000 homines, 
l’ennemi so retira sans avoir fait aueun dommage a, la villc. Avant trois mois, lorsquo 
Obeid n’etait pas encore fortifiee, et n’etait occnpec quo par 300 soldats, lc Maluli 
aurait pu occuper Kordofan sans coup ferir. On craint maintenant que les Arabes 
n’apprenuent quclques notions dc tactique, et ne cberchent a corner la villc ct a la 
prendre par la famine; car en rase campagne il est impossible que l’armec Egypt ienne 
puisse avoir raison d'un nombre aussi superienre. D’apres les on-dits de Alalidi aurait 
recommence l’attaque a trois reprises dillerentes, mais chaque fois avec le memo 
manque de succes et des pertes aussi graudes. Cette defaite a porte lc premier coup 
a la reputation (l'invincibilite qu’on lui imputait. Probablemcnt quo maintenant, s’il 
n’a pas perdu courage, il attendra des renforts, ct tcntcra de nouveau le sort, on bicn 
il se dirigera vers le JDarfour, on il trouvera un territoirc fort propice a l’execution de 
ses projets, a moins (pie les renforts envoyes dans le Kordofan, et qui so montent a 
3,000 fantassins, ne lc prenne cu flanc. Yu l’insuflisancc de l’armee active, le 
Gouverneur-General fit appel au patriot isme des Sclieiks loyaux des tribus Sliukurieli, 
Dabaina, Kaboriscb, &e., eu leur demandant de mettre en campagne tous lours 
homines capables de porter les armes. Il huir jiromit la remise des taxes pour une 
annee, une somine de JC E. 2 pour cliaque Dervisch tue ou fait prisonnier, et, JC E. 18 
pom 1 chaquo Schcik. l)c plus, lc butin pris par eux devait roster leur propriety l’r&s 
de Kana quelques milliers dc lanciers cooperent avec les soldats, et parmi (mx se 
trouvent a peu pres 200 cuirassiers. Les Kabaliseh marehent directement sur 
Kordofan par les steppes Bajuda, et e’est la quo se livrera la bataille definitive. Si le 
Malidi s’empare de eette province, il n’y aura aueun obstacle qui l’empeekera de venir 
a Khartoum ct se prodamcr Souvcraiu du Soudan. 

Les cinq forts isoles qui se trouvent en dehors du rayon de Khartoum, armds 
cliacuu d’un canon et de cinq fusils, ne peuvent soutenir une attaque en masse. Le 
projet de la ire de la villc une lie fortifiee devra etro mise en pratique a l’instant memo 
ou il faudra faire une communication entre les forts par un fosse allant d’un bras du 
fleuve a l’autre. Dans le cas ou le Maluli arriverait prochainement oil memo n’en- 
verrait qu’uuc partie de ses troupes, Khartoum sera if perdue. Dans ce cas-la les 
Anglais probablemcnt retabliraient ici l’ordre coniine ils le font en Egyptc, et coniine ils 
l’ont fait en Abyssinie. 

Un espion du Malidi fait prisonnier a Easchoda, oil il voulait soulcver la population, 
fut envoye ici attache a la gueule d’un canon et inis en pieces. Lc 3 de cc mois 
200 reerues nous sont arrive de Lardo ainsi que 500 cant ars d’ivoirc. De memo den incre¬ 
ment le Mudh'ieh (Province) de Bahr-el-Ghazel a expedie 1,100 Basinger, des soldats 
indisciplines do Dar Eertit, mais qui jouissent d’une certainc reputation comme 
theurs. 

Ilicr le Ministrc est revenu dc Kana ou il s’etait rendu il y a liuit jours avec 
deux vapours pour faire partir les troupes pour Kordofan. Parmi les Commandants 
quelques petites resistances s’etaient fait remarquer. Quatre Sanjaks sous toutes sortes 
de pretextes re fuse rent dc partir : les soldats etaient maladcs, il y ayait trop peu de 
troupes, &c. Sans proces les Sanjaks furent amends en chaincs ii Khartoum, ct 
remplaces par des officiers plus jounes; sur ce le depart cut lieu avec plus d’ordre. 
A l’arriveo de ce reufort ii Kordofan les troupes reunies se montcront au moins a 
10,000 homines, ct prendrout l’olfensivc centre le Malidi. En meme temps, ii Kana, 
sur la rive oricutale du fleuve, 4,000 homines avanceront soit par cau, soit par terre, 
jusqu’a Marabia, pour etouffer le germe revolutionnaire qui se trouve dans cctto 
province. La meme operation aura lieu sur la rive occidentalc du fleuve depuis Aba 
jusqu’a Dnem, pour couper le mal dans sa racinc. Le chef dc l’insurrcction dans eette 
province, Aclunet Woad-ol-Makaschef, qui a etc battu il y a quelque temps pres do 
Dnem, liabite un village ii trois heures de distance du fleuve. La marohe de ce corps 
d’operation devra avoir lieu durant la unit de layon a ee que a l’aube tous les habitants 
devront se trouver pris dans le piege.

LE 4 de cc mois vingt et un coups de canon annoncaient la victoire quo les 
soldats avaient remporte a Obeid lc It Sepfcinbrc contrc les rcbcllcs. Un courrier 
apporta eette nouvclle aprds avoir fait vingt ct un jours de marclie par divers detours. 
Il sc continue done que le Malidi a renouvele ses attaques centre les remparts d’Obeid, 
h la date du 12 ct 14 Septembrc, mais encore sans succ(\s. La journec la plus 
importante fut cependant colic du 1!, Septembrc, dans laquolle 21,000 cadavrcs 
rcsterent sur le champ de bataille. , Sur deux licues autour dc la villc, la terra etait 
joncliec de cadavrcs. Comme la decomposition commence dejii apres dix heures, et quo 
cc temps lie suffhaif pas pour enterrer taut dc cadavrcs, il est facile dc s’imaginer le 
spectacle epouvantable que devait presenter le terrain. Ce sera encore un bonlicur 
pour les habitants do la villc, s’ils sont preserves de la peste. Deux frercs du Malidi, 
qui etaient les principaux chefs des bandes insurgccs, ct quelques autres chefs, se 
trouvaient parmi h's morts. 

On mit tin d’une facon toutc sommaire des soutfrances des blesses : car il y avait 
absence complete de service sanitaire. 

Dans 1’espace de liuit jours pres de 40,000 Arabes out etc tiles. La totalite des 
pertes pendant la dureo de eette rebellion jusqu’ici pent ctre cstimee a 70,000 morts, 
plus <pic toute la con quote du Soudan a coute aux Turcs lorsqu’ils vinrent dans ces 
pays il y a soixaute ans. Le Malidi il est plus que probable a fait un faux calcul en 
ponsant quo les soldats avaient epuise toutes lours munitions ct qu’ils devraient se 
rendro. 

Ici il faut do nouveau admirer la prevoyance d’Abd-cl-Kader Pasha, qui deja, 
au mois de Juin, avait fait venir du Cairo 10,000 fusils Remington et 5,000,000 de 
cartouches. Beaucoup d’lmhitaius d’Obeid out passe du cote du Malidi et parmi eux 
des Chretiens qui se font Musulmans pro forma pour sauver leur pcau. Lc Malidi 
vent maintenant cesser les operations jusqu’apres les fetes qui auront lieu le 
23 Octohri'; plus qui' prohablenu'nt il le fait pour atlircr des renforts. 

Malgrb ces victoires tout danger n’a pas encore disparu pour Obeid. Les rebelles, 
malgre les pi'rtes subh's, out encore toujours double chance de prendre la villc: si, 
scion toute apnarence, ils no menagent mil lenient la vie de lours soldats, ils 
renouveleront les attaques jusqu’a ce que recllemcnt les soldats aient epuises toutes 
lours munitions, ou bien ils armerout compKtcmeut la villc, qui n’est pas tm dtat de 
soutenir un long sidge. Dans les deux cas, la villc devra se rendro sans conditions a 
la merci du vainqueur. Comme dans des combats precedents lc Malidi a pris aux 
Egyptiens pres dc 5,000 Bonington, il est fort etonnant de voir quo ses legions ne 
combattent qu’avec la lance; il se conlirmeront (lone que les rebelles ne savent pas 
faire usage dc ces nouvellcs armes et qu’ils dtent la poudre et lc plomb des cartouches, 
pour forger des bracelets avec lc cuivre ou le metal cle ces cartouches.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 7G2 of the 31st ultimo, and to the dis¬ 
crepancy in the number of prisoners reported by the Governor of Tantali and the 
number found in the prisons at that place by Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart, 1 have the 
honour to inclose herewith copy of a letter from the Governor explaining the circum¬ 
stance. 

Tho explanation tallies with that suggested by the Minister of the Interior, 
as related in my above-mentioned despatch, being to the effect that the Governor had 
understood the question put to him as to the number of prisoners to icfer only to those 
arrested for political olfences. lie says that he had already given to the British 
Consular Agent a lieturn showing the number of prisoners in general.

I 1IAT) on the 31st ultimo the honour to receive your Lordship’s telegram 
No. 550 of the 30th ultimo, stating that Her Majesty’s Government had learnt with 
surprise, from my despatches No. 705 and 708 of the 17th ultimo, the treatment which 
Arabi and other prisoners had received from persons in tin' personal employment of 
the Khedive, including his pipe-bearer, and \ immediately informed the Khedive, and 
said to His Highness, in •accordance with your Lordship’s instructions, that Her 
Majesty’s Government were convinced that any such conduct was contrary to the 
wishes and orders of His Highness, but that they expected that His Highness would 
give such orders as should protect the prisoners, who are on their trial, lrom personal 
ill-treatment and insult. 

His Highness reminded me that he had spoken to mo regarding the matter shortly 
after its occurrence, and had expressed his deep regret at it. lit' v ent on to say that he 
had had difficulty in awarding punishment, on account of the eontlicting nature of the 
evidence, but that he had given the most positive orders that no one attached to the 
Palace was to go near the prisoners, and that lie could give an assurance that nothing 
of the kind would occur again.

Major Chermside to Sir E. Mulct. 

(Extract.) Cairo, November G, 1S82. 

RECRUITING parties were sent out in the beginning of October on the initiative 
of the Egyptian Government to the fourteen Mudiriehs of Upper and Lower Egypt; 
their instructions were to collect recruits of the year who were not implicated in 
recent events. On inquiry as to this recruiting, I was informed, as were you, I 
believe, Sir, that the men were merely to be registered, and not called to the colours 
at onee; orders to that eileet were then sent, linker Pasha arrived soon after, and on 
learning that it was intended to select non-commissioned officers from these men when 
brought to Cairo, pointed out the absurdity of such a scheme. Orders were then sent 
to collect non-commissioned officers from those of the Redits (Reserve) who had not 
taken an active part in the rebellion; these measures had only reference to the general 
reorganization. 

On the receipt of demands for reinforcements from the Soudan, the recruiting 
parties were instructed to collect at once non-commissioned officers and men for the 
formation of a force for the Soudan, by selecting those who were least compromised; 
the disbanded black soldiers wen* to be at once re-embodied. 

Some 900 non-commissioned officers, it is said of the Reserves, but probably 
comprising many others, were recently brought to Cairo, and, alter inspection by the 
Khedive, were forwarded to the barracks at the Barrage, 15 miles north ol Cairo. 
The blacks are being forwarded to the same point, which is to be the depot for the 
formation of the Soudan force. 

Provisional lists of officers are being made out villi a view to their contingent 
employ. 

I* was present at the War Ministry when a number of young oil icon from the 
school were being appointed; all spoke Turkish, and all, I understood, Mere of 
Circassian origin. 

The organization of the special reinforcements for the Soudan an ill, of course, 
much interfere with the reorganization of the army for Lower Egypt, which anus not 
to hi* carried into elfeet until the sanction to a scheme had been given by the English 
Government. 

One cannot avoid the suspicion that the precipitate dispatch of recruiting 
parties Avas as much intended to furnish the perquisites, which the venal application 
of the conscription Avhich obtains in Egypt has hitherto resulted in, to the small 
clique of loyal officers avIio suddenly found themselves in pouer, as to meet any real 
necessity. The crowds of applicants which daily throng the approaches to the War 
Ministry, and the selection of the least compromised, Avill, if the notorious traditions 
of that 1 establishment be followed, render the Minister’s present opportunities of 
patronage Aery lucrative. 

It is asserted that officers can readily be found for the Soudan force, as com¬ 
promised nii'ii Avill accept service there as the only hope of regaining their position in 
the army. In ordinary times the majority of officers refuse to go. Two Circassian 
Majors, however, Avho were appointed this Aveek refused their appointments. 

I have visited the Barrage. Khurshid Pasha is in command; there are about 
2,000 men already collected, but fresh arrivals take place continually. There are 
company officers and non-commissioned officers Avith them, but no superior officers. 
The men are regulars and lledifs; the blacks avIio are being called in are being 
embodied in mixed battalions—a doubtful experiment. The men are not yet in 
uniform or armed and equipped. 

There are some* 400 horses at the Barrage, and a similar number at Ghezecreh. 
In the .Soudan camels would be used for transport, and a good supply ol Dongola 
horses could probably be procured. The state ot a 11 airs in the Soudan is described in 
tAA r o Reports of the 28th September and the 8th October, which have been recently 
communicated to you.

The present hook contains documents from the 2nd June to the 31st July, which 
relate to occurrences respecting the Egyptian question during these two months, and 
in particular to the following matters :— 

The Conference at Constantinople. 

The Mission of Dervish Pasha and other Ottoman functionaries to Egypt. 

The proposed dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt. 

The outbreak at Alexandria on the lltli June. 

The proposals of England to France for joint action in Egypt and joint occupation 
of the Suez Canal. 

The construction and armament of works at Alexandria, and the subsequent 
bombardment of these works by the British fleet. 

I have read the hook through with attention, but I do not find that it adds any 
information ol importance to that contained in the English Blue Books, “ Egypt No. 11, 
No. 10, and No. 17 of 1882.” 

Ecu- of the papers appear to call for any comment. They appear, indeed, to 
consist in great part, of somewhat meagre telegrams. 

In No. 43, p. 20, M. Tissot states on the 12th June that the English Govern¬ 
ment is absolutely determined not to take any measure respecting the outbreak at 
Alexandria. 

No. 02, p. 40, is tbe telegram with which M. do Eroycinet communicated to the 
French Embassies the instructions respecting the dispatch of Turkish troops, and the 
j 2039J Y 
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participation of Turkey in tlic Conference, which were sent to the British Embassies 
on the 13tli June (Blue Book, “ Egypt No. 11,” Nos. Ill and 115, pp. 59 and GO). 

No. 64-, p. 42, points out to M. Tissot that the words “this force will remain under 
the orders of the Khedive during its stay in Egypt ” were retained in the former of 
these instructions by M. de Froyeinet. 

No. 90, p. 56, and No. lit, p. 71, among other papers, relate to the denial by the 
Porte that Muslims Pallia had been authorized to state that the Sultan was willing 
that the Conference should meet at Constantinople without any Ottoman Repre¬ 
sentative. 

No. 103, p. 62, dated the 19th June, is Baron do Courccl’s report of the conversa¬ 
tion between Prince Bismarck and the Ambassador respecting tin* meeting of the 
Conference. I do not think that so full a report of this conversation appears in the 
English Blue Book. 

No. 132, p. 80, of the 23rd June, contains the declaration of the Controllers 
showing the breakdown of the Control (Blue Book, “Egypt No. 11,” p. 128, 
No. 331). 

No. 193, p. 123, is your Lordship’s despatch to me No. 832 of the 12th July in 
extenso. The first paragraph is omitted in the extract published in the English Blue 
Book, “Egypt No. 17,” p. 131-, No. 211. The paragraph omitted in the English 
Blue Book states that Her Majesty’s Government had learnt with satisfaction that the 
answer of the French Government to their proposal was not to he considered an 
absolute refusal to concert measures for the safety of the Suez Canal. 

The book ends vvitli a telegram from M. de Freycinet of the 31st July to the 
Marquis de Noailles, directing him to be reserved in the approaching sittings of the 
Conference in consequence of the recent Parliamentary incidents at Paris. 

The French Ministers had, as your Lordship is aware, been defeated two days 
before in the Chamber of Deputies on the Egyptian Credits’ Bill, and were only 
holding office until the appointment of their successors.

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liardly worth while to raise the whole question of liability now with reference to the 
comparatively small amount referred to. 

It may also he urged that, peace and order being restored, and the normal 
relations between the Khedive and the Company re-established, the Canal dues become 
payable now as before the military operations were undertaken. 

Should the Board of Admiralty have doubts regarding the correctness of the 
charges, these might be verified by the British Suez Canal Directors at Paris, and 
Lord Granville is of opinion that the Directors should take that opportunity of stating 
to the Board that Her Majesty’s Government decided to pay the Canal dues as a recog¬ 
nition of the great assistance to their military operations which has been derived from 
the use of the Canal, but that they do not admit any legal obligation to pay them 
under the circumstances of the military occupation for the suppression of the late 
rebellion, in which view they arc supported by the Egyptian Government; and as 
regards the equitable claim of the Company to payment, consideration must be given 
to the fact that the presence of the British forces on the Canal alone prevented tho 
suspension of the traffic, and the consequent cessation of the earnings of the Company 
for a long period.

Sur le champ les 
soldats out nttaque l’ennemi et out battu les rebelles; ils en ont tue un certain nombre 
et les ont disperses.

Avant d’y arriver les rebelles essayerent de h's empecher d’y parvenir, raais ils ont 
etc battu el quelquos-uns ont etc tiles. Lorsque les soldats du poste de Bara ont 
entendu le bruit de la fusillade, ils lour ont envoyc une colonne de renforts, hors des 
fortifications, et ensemble ils ont livre une hataille acharnee, dans laquelle les rebelles 
ont etc eompletement ddfaits; apres quoi les soldats se sont retires dans les vetranchc- 
ments. 

Quant a la situation des troupes du Kordofan, elles ont repousse les rebelles par 
des batailles aeharnees. Le rebidle qui se pretend ctro le Maluli reside dans di's 
marais situes aux environs du siege de la Moudiriih. J1 se prepare a la fuite mais 
il erainf h's soldats. Les provisions des soldats so trouvant a l'interieur des retranehe- 
ments peuveut lour sutlire pendant uno annee environ; ils se font aussi amener des 
band's par l’intermediaire de la division destinei* a eomhattre les rebelles. 

Les nom elles du Darfour annonce que le ALoudir-General est arrive jusqu’a 
Ouin-Chanaf. T1 combat les rebelles, et a ecrit a Alohamed Pacha Saul, Gouverneur- 
General du Soudan occidental, de venir le rejoindro avee des renl'orts, mais il lui 
a repondu qu’il n’y avait pas d(‘ neeessite, vu qii(‘ la division est arrivee a Bara, et quo 
le pidoton cantonnc au Mont; de Nouba a Dalanqui 1 avee le personnel de l’egliso 
do c(»tte loealitc s’y trouvent dans de bonnes conditions, ont battu les rebelles, et 
ont des cereales en grande quant ite.

Mv Lord, Cairo, November 10, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose herewith copies of two letters, addressed to me by 
Mr. Broadlev and Mr. Napier, complaining of the arrest of a M. Nicola Karmy, and 
requesting my aid to obtain bis release, and of my reply. 

Tlie first letter states that the man bad come to 11 r. Broadley’s to request him to 
defend two prisoners confined at Zaga/.ig, and that no sooner bad be lett the bouse 
than he was arrested. Mr. Broadley and Mr. Napier state that they regard this matter 
as an open and flagrant intimidation directed against themselves, and calculated to 
prejudice the interests of all their clients, interfere with the course of justice, and 
render an impartial trial of the political offenders impossible. 

I have made inquiries into the mattm*, and am informed by the Prefect ot Police 
that Nicola Karmy, a native of Syria, and in tin* employment of Emin Bey Sbemsi, is 
implicated in the rebellion, that be bad gone to Syria, and bad lately returned, and that 
orders bad been given by the Minister of the Interior that he should be sent back to 
his own country. On bis coming to Cairo this order was carried out; lit* rvas arrested 
on the afternoon of the 8th instant, and sent yesterday morning to Alexandria, to be 
placed on board a ship going to Syria. t t 

The Prelect denied that there was any connect ion between the visit ol Nicola 
Karmy to Mr. Broadley. lie said that he had no knowledge of such a visit having 
been made; that in any case the arrest had been ordered prior to it; and, finally, that, 
the arrest itself took place in the Arab quarter of the town, far iroiu Mr. Broadley’s 
residence. 
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I acquainted Mr. Napier, verbally, with this statement; but, nevertheless, the 
second letter has been written to me, asking me to interfere in Ivarmy’s behalf. 

I have not, however, considered that it would he proper for nu* to comply with 
the request, and I do not share the views expressed by Mr. Broadley and Mr. Napier 
as to tin' treatment of M. Karmy being prejudicial to the course of justice with regard 
to the other prisoners.

Sir, Cairo, November 5), 1882. 

YESTERDAY afternoon M. Nicola Karmy, a Christian Ottoman subject, but, 
we believe, of Maltese descent, came to our office and requested us to undertake tlie 
defence of two of tlie political offenders, Emin Bey Shamsi and Ahmed Abazah, of 
Zagazig, at present, in the common gaol of that place. IL' has been for three years 
chief clerk and attorney of the former prisoner, and is a person of good family, irre¬ 
proachable character and education; and, as it happens, only returned to Egypt a 
fortnight since, having been at, Beyrout during the war. 

I said, as a condition precedent to undertaking the ease, I should require a 
demand from the families of the accused, and lie left me with the intention of pro¬ 
curing that authority. ITe had no sooner quitted the house than he was arrested by 
the police, thrown into the common prison, and this morning conveyed to Alexandria by 
the early train. 

The man is well known to Mr. Felice, Her Majesty’s Consular Agent at Zagazig, 
to wlmm reference may be made. 

The Kgyptian Government says it, desires a fair trial for the accused, and we have 
accepted this assurance and acted accordingly. Such conduct as this wholly holies 
this declaration by establishing a regime of terror, under which any defence is impos¬ 
sible. We believe it Avill turn out that the person thus arrested is a British subject; 
but, independently of this, we, as British subjects, regard this matter as an open and 
flagrant intimidation, directed against ourselves, and calculated to prejudice the 
interests of all our clients, interfere with the course of justice, and render an impartial 
trial of tin' political offenders impossible. 

Under these circumstances we demand your aid to obtain the release of the man 
Karmy, and a full investigation into the circumstances of his arrest.

By the telegram avc have 
just received, he appoints ns his counsel, and implores us to take steps, not for his 
liberation, but for his lining brought to trial in conformity with the Egyptian Consti¬ 
tution. 

We venture to assure you of our earnest wish not to embarrass the Egyptian 
Government, lmt, under tlie peculiar circumstances of this ease, avc venture to ask 
your official or unofficial aid to prevent Avhat avc believe to he a miscarriage of justice,

I HAVE tho honour to acknowledge tin* receipt of your Lordship’s despatch 
No. 3Do of the 3rd instant, transmitting to nit', for any ohservations whicli 1 may have 
to make upon it, a copy ol‘ a letter which appeared ui the “ Times” ol the 31st ultimo 
from M. John Ninel, complaining ol‘ ill-treatment while in prison. 

As soon as M. Ninet applied to me L requested Sir Charles "Wilson to visit, him 
in prison, and 1 hog 1 to inclose a lloport from Sir Charles showing that. M. Ninet w r as 
not treated with severity, f also requested Client* Lusha to send M. Ninet out of the 
country if lie considered his being at large dangerous, rather than to keep him in 
prison, and his Excellency consented to this 1 icing done. 

t subsequently received from M. Ninet a letter, from Alexandria, complaining 
again of ill-treatment and of loss of money and articles ol apparel. L requested. 
Mr. Jago, Her Majesty's Consul at Alexandria, to make inquiries with a view to the 
recovery of the money, and he reported to mo that the authorities declared that all 
M. Ninet’s property had been returned to him. I inclose copies ol the corre¬ 
spondence. 

I beg to point out the singular position of M. Ninet in being without any Con¬ 
sular authority from whom he could, apparently, obtain protection, lie is a Swiss 
citizen, and would, in the ordinary course, he protected by the French Consular 
authorities, hut, for reasons with which I am unacquainted, ho appears to have been 
unable or unwilling to obtain their protection. .\ly intinference in his behall was 
purely voluntary, and arose from the special circumstances ol the ease. 

[ have also the honour to inclose a series of paragraphs which have lately 
appeared in the “ Egyptian (iazottc” concerning M. Ninet. I am not aware ol* the 
source of the statements contained in those paragraphs, nor to what exteut they can be 
relied upon.

Memorandum b>j Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on M. Ninels Letter ol the '2DIh October 

last to the “ Times.” 

1 HAVE little to add to what 1 have previously written with regard to the 
prisoners. 

1 never expressed my “amazement that the wounded officers imprisoned should 
be without a doctor, and also at the filth.” 

Ali Eehmi Pasha, who was wounded in the leg at Kassassin, was confined in the 
same room with M. Ninet; he had an iron bedstead with proper bedding and mosquito 
“iirtains, and was as comfortable as lie could be out of hospital. I asked M. Ninet 
whether Ali Eehmi was attended by a doctor; he replied that the wound was not 
seven 1 , that it was nearly closed, and that having studied medicine and surgery he 
dressed it himself. A tew days afterwards Ali Eehmi xvas able to walk about. 
J saw another prisoner who had been slightly wounded, and who was also attended by 
M. Ninet. 

i did not consider either of the ease's grave enough to just il \ interference with the 
arrangements of the Egyptian (government, or an appeal to Sir G. Moiseiev lor I’ritish 
medical assistance. 

Ln consequence of the number of arrests (he rooms were rather overcrowded, but 
this was nt first unavoidable, and was remedied as soon as another prison could be 
prepared. The rooms wen 1 , for an Eastern prison, wonderfully clean, and the prisoners 
had mam conveniences which would not have been allowed in a European prison, 
such as the attendance of their own servants, food prepared in their own houses, 
&o.; they wine allowed also to move freely from room to room, ami to visit, each 
other. 

The closets are always had in Eastern houses; they were rather worse than usual 
at the prison in consequence of the number of prisoners, hut not worse than 
those at the barracks and other places at Hie same time. I spoke strongly to tho 
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warders on more than one occasion, and told them to have the closets cleaned out 
frequently. 

Sir E. Male! reached Cairo on the 25th September, and on tho 26th M. Ninet 
addressed a letter to him complaining of Ids treatment, and stating that his eyes were 
inflamed, and that he required medical attendance, 'flic lot lor was received on the 
27th,and I visited M. Ninet at Sir E. MalcEs request tho same day. On that occasion 
M. Ninet complained that lie had been unjustly imprisoned bv the Egyptian Govorn- 
nienf, but be brought no ease of persona! ill-treatment to my notice, and his other 
complaints were of the most, (riding nature. I spoke to Inin, about his eyes ; lit 1 said 
that lie was treating himself, and that he hoped to he quite well in a few days, lie 
expressed no wish to see an English doctor. 

On a latter occasion 1 saw M. Ninet in prison, and finding lie was still sulfering 
from 1 1 is eyes asked him wind her he would like to have 1 English medical advice. He 
replied that then 1 was nothing much tin 1 matter, hut that he would esteem it an act of 
kindness if an English doctor were to accompany me on my next visit. I mentioned 
his ease to Hr. Jackson, who was on Sir G. Wnlseley’s personal stall*, and he kindly 
consented to accompany me. before my next visit, two or three days afterwards, 
M. Ninet was removed to Alexandria. 

I saw the prisoners on several occasions with and without the presence of the 
prison ollicials, and except on one occasion, when M. Ninet himself acted as interpreter. 
1 had always a thoroughly competent interpreter with me. 

Of the Alexandria prisons, and of the treatment of M. Ninet after he left Cairo, I 
know nothing.

M. Ninet to Sir E. Male!. 

On board Eyi/ptian steamship “ Dakhalieh ,” 
Sir, September 8, 1882. 

ALLOW me to loll you what took place since the last communication 1 had with 
you. On Sunday morning last, at 6 A.M., a man entered my room. “ He up, and 
quick.” I was in tin* middle of an access of fever, all wet through. I asked for time 
to change linen. “No;” and rudely t was taken away. Two soldiers, with iron in 
their hands, ready for mine, took mo to the railway station. It was with great 
difficulty and with “ backshish ” that I could obtain going to fetch two travelling- 
hags L had left in the rooms I had taken in Cairo. Through three (inns “backshish” 
l had no iron put on mo, hut 1 was laid down in an over-crowded third-class carriage, 
and kept all the day without food or possibility of moving up. At 5 i\m. 1 reached 
Alexandria, vvhere l was taken to the Govornorat. After awhile the Governor sent 
lor me. lit 1 was surrounded with several ollicers, employes, Ac. 'they said in 
Turkish, “This is the Dayotir [.v/cj who lias come from Cairo,” and great, merriment 
went on, of course. For one hour and a-hall* I was kept standing, burning with fever 
and very ili indeed. Then, a long time after the Governor’s departure, they'took me 
to a horrible place called the Jtorgho, a prison built on and in the sea, and where 
350 souls were, more or less, in iron, ill-treated night and day, and sleeping oil stones, 
tlie “murs l a pisses de vcrminc.” 

There, in a small place, down, 1 was visited naked [>]. They took everything I 
had on me. 1 was so weak that 1 could have given my life. They said (two Circassian 
EHendis): “The Dayour is going to die this night, inshalla/t." 

1 remonstrated, and asked for my authority. They laughed, and told me 
“ Yarein.” In the meantime they' had opened my two bags, one containing several 
precious elVeels and money', t asked for an inventory'. They wrote, and I wrote as 
welt as possible. In one Img was 10/. in cold. !n a little box. of sneeial form 
■’or gold, were 20/. l().v., twelve Napoleons, and two Etoloinee Kvergele in gold. They 
took it away, and put all other antiquities, Ac., in the hag. Also a superior revolver, 
six chambers (I think), worth (>/. in London, and sent me to bed, the hags remaining 
with them. My state was awful. 1 had been kept half-naked for three hours in a 
cold place, and a man took me on Lis shoulders to the first floor and deposited my 
body on a sort of corps de jnrde bed, made of hoard, where l spent the night between 
all sorts of people, robbers, &e. 1 couldn’t move, so many were the inhabitants of 
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tlio place. On Monday I Mas sent for, and told ilmt my departure would take place 
next day by .French steamer. 1 asked for pen and paper, to write to the French 
Consul to have all my effects, Ac., put in niv trunks and sent on hoard. They 
complied—not immediately —telling me (after having taken the advice of' the 
Governor) that L had plenty of time, the steamer leaving only on Thursday. How¬ 
ever, I wrote the letter with my instruction, waiting all Monday and Tuesday in that 
most intamous hole, Avhieh T am glad to have seen, for [ shall he able to speak of what 
I have seen. They were not all malefactors, the poor fellows ! 

"Wednesday early one of the Circassians came and said : “ It is all right, all your 
effects are on hoard; get up and ready, 1 will send for you.” You must know. Sir, 
that the prisons are in the bauds of the very Cherkosses who returned from Constanti¬ 
nople. Useless to say more. 

At about 8 o’clock two men came and calk'd me down. I went. “ Take your 
bags and go fast.” 1 bad to send up for my rug and overcoat. They handed me my 
watch, chain, ring, and the open little bag with 10/., telling me (he rest was all right; 
but not believing them, I asked for a sigh! [V], upon which i was taken brutally in a 
carriage, with as many Favour possible, and conducted on board this steamer, where, 
of course, no cifeels of mine had been sent. 

Can you conceive. Sir, such an abominable i 11-1 real men!, such mendacity, and 
such treachery ? Hut Ibis is not all. The police agent and three guards consigned me 
to tin 1 eaplain as a deck-passenger who had doin' the most abominable “ forfaits.” 
The three soldiers wore ashamed of those lies, which they contradicted. The agent was 
a Christian (Greek or Syrian), and who wanted a “backshish ” too. lie recommended 
the people to have no intercourse with me, and to allow me not taking a superior 
class, order which was not complied with, of course'. It was stupid, unnatural, 
inhuman. 

1 remained under the hand and e\es of the agent until the weighing of anchor. 
Being' delivered of the rogue, I passed first class and visited my hag, when 1 made the 
paitilul discovery that L had been robbed of tin* box (money rouleau), 20/. 10s.; 
12 Napoleons (10s.) 9/. 12,v.; 2 PtolonuV Kvergete (gold) 20/.; total, 5(1/. 2s.; my 
pistol, 0/. 

.3 flannels (new), the only 1 had. 

4 pairs of woollen clothing. 

3 foulards (new). 

2 eravattes (silk, new). 

1 jacket, complement of the suit 1 had upon me. 

All those effects wore of an urgent necessity, having nothing at all for change, and 
weather very cold. Besides, in Cairo, they took from me, when arrested, a (cant') 
stick, with a little silver head, an endearing object, given to me by my daughter, late 
Mrs. Papolani, and when 1 asked it they said : Why did you not ask for before ? It 
is not our business to look for your stick. Go!” It was’Sunday. I then asked for 
being conducted to your bouse before leaving for Alexandria. They peremptorily 
refused. I was certain, Sir, that, you, having had from me the oiler of investigating 
my ease in full, you would not allow such “ precedes ” to take place ; that, you would 
have been just and human; that ha\ ing before you a gentleman, without a warrant, 
without an articulated or written indictment, you Avould have treated him accordingly. 
This 1 cannot accept as it is. My conscience speaks loud, and 1 Avill not, stand victim 
of such abominable treatment. 

The fact is, I ha\c been “supprime” for sixteen days, nobody knoAving Avhcre I 
Avas, deceived and robbed, under the indirect control of an clement Avhieh had pro¬ 
mised me protection. I told you, Sir, that my life was in danger in prison. 1 had two 
warnings in prison in Cairo: one, the first, sent in a loaf of bread, and the second by 
word of mouth. 

Is it possible that British authority, which is noAV all in Egypt, can permit a Swiss 
citizen, a French protege, a European, a man, a human being, lobe dealt with as it has 
been Avitb mo? I don’t think it can he. 

1 write this on hoard—had weather and great rolling—to he posted this evening; 
for I want you, Sir, to he the first informed of my complaint. 

1 am going to Avrite to the French Consul to have my things packed up and for¬ 
warded. Look at the large expenses ! All because ofthe ill-Avill of the police. Is it 
just ? I am supporting all these charges, besides the robbery of about (is/. Do me 
tin' favour, Sir, to help me in this. It is nothing hut equity and humanity l am 
asking for. 

1 will provide myself to-morrow with the effects of clothing the most urgent for 


the journey, and proceed to Berne as direct as possible, where T Avill receive any 
communication about tbis.

Extracts from the “ Egyptian Gazette ” of November 7, 8, (1, and 10, 1882. 

IV E might call the following “John Ninel’s dossier,” and devote to it a special 
article, hut this would be doing too much honour to tin's uninteresting personage. 
We shall simply narrate a lew events in bis career, not proposing to Avrite the 
biography of this adAenturer, avIio calls himself the defender of the people. We may 
sometimes publish a fact concerning him which only happened tin* other day, A\hilo 
the next day another one may be recalled to our memory of older date. 

We shall begin to-day by the lawsuit which John Ninet brought against the 
Egyptian GoA'ernnient in 1872. lie Avas then a Swiss citizen, and it Avas by diplomatic 
channels that he claimed the title of 07,000IV. lbr several missions Avith Avhieh ho 
assorted he was intrusted through M. Lavison. One of these missions was to procure 
for the Khedive a SAviss military staff, and to get the press to open a campaign in 
favour of the Judicial Reform. On the 28th March, lb/3, the Minister ol‘ Foreign

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Adairs informed the Consulate-General of the United States, under which protection 
M. Xinet happened to he then, that 11 is Highness having never, cither directly 
or indirectly intrusted M. John Xinet with am mission in Europe or elsewhere, this 
gentleman had only to apply to the executors of Lawson if he had any claims on the 
estate. John Xinet, enraged at having been refused what he wanted to obtain, took 
into his head to become a pamphleteer. After nine months of painful labour, he gave 
birth at llcrne, in 1ST 1, to a pamphlet entitled “Mcmoire Justificatif, avec Documents 
ii l’appui dans la Cause John Nluet centre le Khedive d’Egyptc et la Succession de feu 
E. Lavison, collcctivement responsablcs.” 


We left yest('i’day At. John Xinet revealing himself in 1871 by the publication of 
a so-called “ Mcmoire Justificatif,” which was only a gross attempt at extorting 
money. The Government has in its possession a copy of this pamphlet, in which 
Xinet makes known some rather delicate matters. Uo takes credit to himself, 
for instance, for having engaged maid-servants and laundresses for the Khedive’s 
harem (vide pamphlet, pp. 12, 15, 10, 30, 37, 10, and 41). If one desired to know how 
Xinet the adventurer was thought of at Court, it will bo Mifiieient to read a letter 
which M. Bnrrot, Secretary of the Khedive, addressed, on the 21st December, 1872, 
to General Simon de Castella, a Swiss officer, who claimed an indemnity for having 
been engaged by Xinet. The following is an extract of the said letter:— 

“As to M. John Xinet, the Khedive knows him, but he has not seen him for the 
last ten years on account of certain facts which it is useless to record, and which left 
His Highness to give orders to the various Administrations to cease any relations with 
him, and even to refuse him admission.” 

Xot having succeeded in 1872, John Xinet reappeared in 1877 before the Special 
Mixed Chamber with a new claim for indemnity. A Judgment was rendered against 
him on the 30th April, 1878, which was published in Yol. Ill (pari 3rd), p. (55 
and following pages of tin* “ Beeueil de Jurisprudence des Trilmnaux do la Delorme.” 
John Xinet claimed flic bagatelle of (!!), 152 fr. on one hand for expenses incurred on 
liis soi-disant missions, and 25,000 fr. as damages. 

This claim was rejected, as no proofs could be obtained of any order having boon 
given by the Khedive or by his Government to M. Lavison concerning the mission 
which Xinet declared to have boon intrusted to him. 

This sentence was confirmed In the Court of Appeal on the 1 1th June, 1880. 

A remarkable incident in this suit was Xinet producing a letter attributed to 
General Ignatieff, and sent to the Khedive on the j^th May, 1871. This letter 
exposed a project for the rebellion of Egypt against the Porte. 

It is useless to say that the legal Department of the Government, by order of the 
Khedive, denied tin* authenticity ol such a letter, and that Xinet remained under the 
stigma of hawng lied. 

We have seen to-day M. Xinet before the Mixed Tribunals, our renders will soon 
have an opportunity of judging how lie behaved before the British and French Consular 
Courts. 


We shall see how M. John Xinet, the mild man, who, much against his will, was 
pushed by the rebel troops in the direction of Kafr- Do war, the day after the bombard¬ 
ment, behaved before the Consular Courts. 

When he arrived at Kafr-Dowar what was poor M. Xinet to do? Take a 
Remington rille and fight? That was hard line', for such a mild man. As a 
prudent man, he preferred sheltering himself under the red crescent; he says so, at 
least. 

Yet it was declared at tin* Kafr-Dowar ambulance that ho never was seen there. 

But M. Xinet being a clever man, likely enough thought to himself that people 
in distant lands are not particular as to little details, and that he might safely say that 
bis speeial requirements enabled him to be of service at the ambulances, especially as 
cw*ry one knew that In* was good at every thing. But ue are far away from the 
Consular Courts and had better come back to the matter. 

On Wednesday the lGfh September, 18(53, state the local note-, of the time, after 
the British Consular Court had just issued a sentence, M. John Xinet, a Swiss under 
French protection, said some injurious things against justice. The Judge thought it 
bis duty immediately to send for some of the local police, to ha\e M. Xinet arrested 
and taken to the Baehaga, where he remained till the French Consulate claimed liiinat 
the Zaptich. 



The case was much talked of at the time, and the French Consulate was obliged 
to enter the British Consular Court’s complaint against John Xinet. 

Four consecutive sittings were employed in the hearing of this case in which 
more than forty witnesses were heard. The trial was closed on the 20th September, 
1803, and the reading of the sentence was adjourned to the 1st October. 


We have not yet finished with John Xinet, and it will he some time yet before we 
will have exhausted this subject. "We propose, at a future time, giving a history of 
liis career in Switzerland before 1802. Mine. Jaequemin, of the bookselling 
establishment Desroges, Hue du Rhone, Geneva, might furnish some interesting 
details respecting Xinet’s earlier (bus. However, we will lca\e this part of his history 
aside in tin* meantime, and will begin iLh the time when he induced M. Etienne 
Popolani to visit him in 1802 at his country place at Blumpitz, near Berne, when he 
succeeded in getting his eldest daughter married to this gentleman. 

M. Popolani had hardly returned to Egypt with his bride when M. and 
Mme. Xinet turned up and took up their quarters in the house of their son-in-law. 
This did not altogether fall in with the views of Mine. Popolani, who knew her dear 
father far too well to he desirous of his company to trouble the peaceful life she had at 
last found. 

As Xinet was already bringing discord into the house, she induced her husband to 
request her parents to leave it, and the relations between M. and Mme. Xinet and 
their daughter and son-in-law remained very strained till 1807. M. and Mme. 
Popolani having gone to Geneva during the cholera of 1805, remained in that town for 
about two years, and Xinet, who can make himself most agreeable when he pleases, 
succeeded in healing the breach, but did not return to Egypt till 1870, after the death 
of his daughter. 

M. Popolani allowed himself to get under Xinet’s evil inlluencc, and soon got on 
bad terms with his brother, the Consul-General for Portugal, who dismissed him from 
his position of Portuguese Vice-Consul, and ultimately disinherited him in favour of a 
friend. This was not all; Popolani, who was at the head of an important house of 
business, failed, Xinet being his trusted adviser. The failure presented some peculiar 
features, for when Popolani tried to encash certain sums duo to his firm, Xinet’s 
receipts for the sums w’oro presented him. Whether Xinet W'cre authorized or not to 
encash these sums ue know not, hut we do know'tliat the two men quarrelled and 
never had anv communication with each other after this event. 

We Will, in a future issue, show what luck attended another business man 
to whom Xinet became the intimate fiiend after Popolani had broken it oil with him.

Sir E. Malet to Cherif Pasha. 

M. le President, Cairo, November 11, 18S2. 

1 ILWE tin* honour, in accordance with instructions from ller Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to inform your Excellency that it 
has been necessary for Her Majesty’s Government to consider the course which they 
should adopt with regard to the expenses incurred by this country in the military 
operations for the restoration of the Khedive’s authority. 

According to all tin* rules of equity and of international precedent, Great Britain 
might properly claim that this expenditure should form a charge on the revenues of 
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Egypt. Bearing in mind, however, (lie heavy burdens already imposed on those 
revenues, Her Majesty’s Government are unw illing, especially at this moment, to make 
so serious an addition to them. They have throughout had in view the solid prosperity 
of Egypt as one of the principal objects ot British policy towards that country, and 
they are willing to forego their claim on the above head if, by so doing, Huy can 
effectually promote that object. Tt must be understood, however, that it is upon 
this ground that the concession is made, and that Her Majesty's Government will not 
pledge themsehes to abstain from asserting their claim, if, contrary to their confident 
expectations, they should see signs that the administration of Egypt is not carried 
on in a manner to ensure the welfare of that country and the happiness of its 
people. 

Her Majesty's Government consider also that, now that the Egyptian army has 
been disbanded, Egypt may be expected to contribute without incou\onicnee so much 
of the cost of maintaining British troops in the country as would del ray the expense 
of a force sufficient for the preservation of order and public tranquillity until the new 
forces of the Khedive are properly organized and set on loot. 

In making the foregoing communication, ( am instructed to add that Her 
Majesty’s Government will shortly make proposals as to the mode of settling the 
amount, to be thus contributed from the Egyptian Exchequer.

Memorandum by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. 11 ilson on Pi tanners in Egypt. 

I VISITED the prisoners at Cairo, excepting those at the Citadel, during the 
week, and found the rooms clean and the prisoners well eared lor. A large iium hi 
complained of the delay which was taking place in their trial, and a lew that their 

families were not allowed to leave their houses. . „ 

In mv Memorandum of the 22nd October last I drew attention to the number ot 
prisoners at Cairo and in the provinces, and 'suggested that power be granted to tie 
Commission to make a summary examination of each man’s ease and to discharge 
those against whom there were only trilling accusations. I also suggested that 
Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart should be sent on a tour of inspection m the provinces. 

The state of affairs lias since become much worse. The arrests commenced eight 
weeks ago, on the l(«h September, and some of the prisoners have been in confinement 
the whole of this time without having been interrogated or having any definite charge 

brought against them. , , 

It seems to me that, as we are in military occupation of the country, we are, to a 
certain extent, morally bound to see that men are not thrown into prison tm io 
gratification of private revenge, and that the eases of all prisoners are looked m o 
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with as little delay as possible. In Cairo there are at, present above 150 political 
prisoners, and the Commission, after six weeks’ labour, has only examined the cases of 
fifteen. It will take six weeks more, perhaps much longer, to complete the examina¬ 
tion of these cases and send the prisoners before the court-martial. 

The President, in ansAvcr to my inquiry, told me that the Commission could not 
commence the examination of the other cases until the first fifteen -were disposed of. 
Under this arrangement 135 men will be kept in prison for at least fourteen Avceks 
without knowing the crimes of Avliieh they are accused, except the vague one of 
complicity with the rebellion. 

As long ago as the 20th October the President of the Commission asked Biaz 
Pasha, Minister of the Interior, to supply a list of prisoners, setting forth the crimes 
with -which they Averc charged. Ilis Excellency, up to the present moment, has only 
furnished the charges against nineteen. They are such vague ones as “ Stirring up 
public feeling against the Khedive,” “Assisting the rebels,” &c. I larvc myself 
spoken to lliaz Pasha on tin* subject, but unfortunately Avithout result. On the 
22nd October I urged that Biaz Pasha should be pressed to furnish a list, and trust 
that some steps may be taken to obtain it. 

At Alexandria there are 113 prisoners, of whom 3G arc officers, simple 
prisoners of war, who surrendered at Kafr-DoAvar; the remainder are charged Avitli 
having taken part in the rebellion, in the disturbance of the lltli June, and in 
subsequent events. 

At Tantali there arc >131 prisoners, 350 of Avhom are said to be confined for 
political offences or for having been engaged in the riots and massacre. 

Of the number of prisoners at Zagazig, Mansourah, Kafrzayet, Siout, and other 
toAvns, and of the stall 1 of the prisons at those places, 1 know nothing. 1 fear, Iioav- 
cver, from Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart’s report of Avliat be found at Taut ah, and from 
the difficulty ayc have bad at Cairo of protecting prisoners and their families from 
insult, the state of affairs must be very bad. Zagazig is the place from Avliieh, I 
understand, the report came that two Notables Averc chained together. 

I think the Egyptian Government should he strongly urged to make some 
arrangement for a speedy gaol delivery; and I Avould suggest the appointment of a 
small Commission, or of a Sub-Commission of the present one, to make a summary 
examination of the eases against the prisoners, and discharge those men against avIioiu 
there is not sufficient e\ idenee to go before a court-martial. An English officer should 
watch the proceedings of this Commission. 

As regards the provinces, L Avould suggest that an English officer be sent as early 
ns possible to report on the prisons and prisoners, and that, on bis report, steps .should 
be taken to send a Commission similar to that suggested above to each province. 

Unless pressure is brought to bear on the Turco-Egyptian officials in the 
provinces, they Avill do nothing.

Report by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on the Proceedings of the Court-Martial for the 

Week ending November 11, 1882. 

November 5.—Evidence was taken respecting the Earning of Alexandria. One 
witness, a soldier, said that lie had heard Suleiman Sami remark that he was burning 
the town hv order of Arahi Pasha. This is the first evidence tending to implicate 
Arahi in the destruction of Alexandria. 

November G.—Some conflicting evidence was taken respecting the preparation of 
Petitions for presentation to Dervish Pasha on his arrival from Constantinople. 

This closed the first part of the inquiry, in accordance with the agreement 
entered into between Mr. Broadlcy and Borelli Bey. 

November 7.—Mr. Broadlcy appeared before the Commission and 1 landed four 
letters to the President, in which lie objected to the system of interrogation pursued 
by the Commission; asked what substantial law the Egyptian Government proposed 
to apply to the case; requested the surrender of papers belonging to Yaeoob Sami 
and others, and claimed the right to defend any of the prisoners, as the original agree¬ 
ment had been broken. 

The President promised to give access to the papers required, and Messrs. 
Broadlcy and Napier were accorded full liberty to defend any of the accused they 
desired. 

The President then propounded the following questions to Messrs. Broadlcy and 
Napier:— 

1. To fix the time when they would he prepared to recommence the inquiry. 

2. To say how long the examination of the witnesses for the defence, and the 
cross-examination of the witnesses for the prosecution would last. 

3. By whom were the questions to the witnesses to be put. 

4. AATiose interpretation of the questions and answers was to be binding on tho 
Court. 

5. YYerc the accused to have the opportunity of making any explanations 
during the proceedings or otherwise to open their mouths in the course of tho 
inquiry. 

(>. Would counsel for the defence at once provide tho Court with a list of their 
witnesses, and, if not at once, when ? 

7. "Would counsel for the defence deposit originals of their documentary evidence 
in the safe keeping of the Court. 

November S.—The Commission occupied in reading depositions from the provinces. 
Messrs. Broadlcy and Napier replied to the questions of the President: — 

1. That, if all the* papers were communicated to them and their letters of 
the 7th November answered, they would be able to re-open the ease ori the 8th 
December. 

2. That it was impossible to answer the second questiou. 

3. That the agreement with Borelli Bey gave them the right to examine tho 
witnesses themselves before the Commission. 

4. That each side should appoint a Secretary, and that their record should be read 
over in the presence of tin* witnesses, and attested by their signatures, 

5. That the accused should add a declaration in writing, but nould communicate 
with the Commission through their lawyers. 

G. That the list of witnesses for the defence would be communicated from day to 
day whim thi' cross-examination of the witnesses for the prosecution was completed. 

7. That as regards the papers of the accused, they would, when the time arrived, 
act as thi' law required them. 

November 9 and 10.—Tho Commission occupied reading depositions and discussing 
the position created by the answers of the counsel for the defence. 

November il.~The Commission again discussed the answers of Messrs. Broadlcy 
and Napier, and a draft reply which had been submitted to the President by Borelli 
Bey. Ln this paper it was suggested that the second part of the “ instruction” should 
commence on the 13th November, and conclude on the 2nd December. 

I pointed out to tho President that this would only give counsel two days to com¬ 
plete the examination of the depositions already taken, and that it was unfair to limit 
the’time during which witnesses might he examined. I addl'd that it, uas always 
within his power to prevent unreasonable delay by disallowing irrelevant questions, 
and by refusing to hear witnesses who could not prove facts material to the charges. 


Eventually the Commission decided to send the inclosed notice to the counsel for tho 
defence and prosecution. By this notice the second part of the “instruction” is to 
commence on the 25tli November, and close on the 25th December. 

Messrs. Broadlcy and Napier requested the President of the Commission to 
summon certain witnesses from Constantinople. A copy of this letter was i urnislied 
to me for transmission to Her Majesty’s Government.

AT yesterday's* sitting the Commission decided as follows :— 

1. If after the dose of the preliminary inquiry there appear to fhe Commission 
to he sufficient grounds for the committal of any prisoner, ho will he allowed a lawyer 
to defend him, and an ill have full liberty to select his counsel from the native lawyers 
or from the foreign advocates actually resident in Egypt at the time of the trial, and 
accepted by the (Jovcrmnent. 

Due notice of the above having been given to the prisoner, the Commission will 
fix, according to the greater or less degree of importance attaching to the case, a 
term of no less than "three and no more than twelve days, during which he may 
examine the documents of the preliminary inquiry in the offices of the Commission, 
without being allowed to remove them thence. After this, the second part of the 
inquiry will be opened. 

2. The opening of the second part of the inquiry, as far as concerns these indi¬ 
viduals whose first inquiry has been finished, will take place on the 25th November, 
1882. 

3. Thirty days will be allowed for the hearing of witnesses, viz., from the 25tli 
November to the 25th December, and the second part of the inquiiy aa ill close on the 
latter day. 

4. The President of the Commission will put to the witnesses questions either 
from the counsel for the defence or for the prosecution, as long as such questions are 
relevant to the issues of the case. 

5. If the counsel for the defence or for the prosecution wish to put one or more 
questions to the accused, he shall do so through the President; and excepting in this 
case the accused shall not be allowed to speak. 

0. At least one day before each sitting the President must receive notice from 
cither counsel of the witnesses they propose to call at the next sitting. 

7. All documents which the counsel for the accused desires to produce for the 
defence must be handed over to the Court before the close of the second part of the 
inquiry. Any papers not so handed in will be rejected and considered null. 

8. ‘ The records of the Court, including tin* interrogatories of the prisoners and 
the depositions of witnesses, uill be kept by the Clerk of the Court, and stalled by 
all the members of the Commission ; and they alone an ill be deemed authentic. 

{). The sittings of the Commission, during the final part of the inquiry, Avill he 
from 2 to 6 o’clock every afternoon (except on Fridays). These sittings an ill be 
devoted to the bearing of such Avitnesses as may be called by the counsel of the 
accused, Avhethcr their evidence has been taken during the first part of the inquiry or 
not. If the Commission deems it necessary to hear witnesses for the prosecution, it 
shall appoint special morning sittings, apart from those in the afternoons; and shall 
lix the time for such a sitting at least one day before it is held.

IN conformity with the instructions contained in your despatch of the 10th 
ultimo, I have the honour to forward to you a list of the arrests made within my 
Consular district in connection with the suppression of the rebellion. 

This list includes the partial lists obtained from the Consular Agents in mv 
district, but it does not comprise the Moodisuyahs, where no British Consular Agents 
reside. 

The classification called for by your despatch could not, I regret to say, be fol¬ 
lowed, because the local authorities, who do not seem to be versed in legal matters, 
have not framed their lists so as to enable mo to carry out that part of your instruc¬ 
tions; thus, for instance, the Prefect of Police at Cairo, with reference to the arrests 
made here, writes that “ the persons who had been arrested arc undergoing examina¬ 
tion by the Commission of Inquiry, and consequently their crimes and the charges 
brought against each shall become known after the completion of their trial.” 

Again, theMoudirs have so w orded, in many instances, the nature of the charge, as 
to render it capable of dill'erent interpretations, 1 have, however, prepared a Return, 
herein inclosed, which, wTiilc maintaining tin* peculiar wording adopted by the 
authorities, will permit one to notice at a glance all the charges set forth in the 
several lists. 

These lists have been unavoidably delayed because of their original bulk, and of 
the time required for translating them. 

I am glad to be able to say that no case of cruelty or torture of prisoners has 
thus far come to my knowledge.

THE length of time which must necessarily expire before the trial of the prin¬ 
cipal prisoners renders the position of those prisoners who arc not to he tried with 
theso principal offenders one of possible hardship and injustice. It is very desirable 
that their cases should he at least superficially inquired into, as it is believed that 
against many of them the accusations are of so slight a nature that two or three 
months’ imprisonment would he suflieient even if the charges arc proved. 

It is therefore suggested that a small Commis-ion should be immediately 
appointed, or a Sub-Commission, emanating from the one presided over by his 
Excellency Ismail Pasha Eyoub, whose duty it should he to impure into the charges 
on which these persons have been arrested, to release those against whom there is 
not sufficient evidence to go before a court-martial, and to liberate those on hail 
against whom the charges arc of so light a nature that a sentence of short imprison¬ 
ment would he the result of conviction. 

It would he advisable that an English officer should he present at the proceedings 
of the Commission.

Sir Cairo, November 20, 1882. 

ON the receipt of your note of the 17th instant, inclosing copy of part of a letter 
from Mr. Broadley (herein returned), with reference to the alleged ill-treatment of his 
elient, Emin Bey Shamsy, I transmitted that copy to Mr. Felice, with instructions to 
report without delay upon the allegations therein contained, and, if true, to explain

wby a Report had not been made sooner, the matter complained of falling within the 
scope of your despatch of the 10th ultimo. 

Mr. Broadlcy’s letter alleges : (1) that Emin Shamsy was removed to Zagazig “ to 
gratify the personal hate of the Moudir, Ecrid Pasha;” (2) “ that he was thrust into a 
dark cell, ironed, and fed on prison fare;” (3) “lie was allowed imbedding or covering, 
and was grossly ill-treated for some time, until the ladies of his family induced 
his gaolers to allow him a mattress and food from his own house ;” (4) “ he is allowed 
exercise, but in the questionable form of being compelled to water the public place 
with a skin on his back.” 

I have received from Mr. Police a Report and two semi-official letters in the ease, 
of each of which I have the honour to send you herein a copy. The Report itself 
consists of a sort of general denial of the allegations, but the two letters arc more 
to the point, and I will therefore refer to them. 

With regard to the second point, Mr. Police clearly considers that the gaols 
at Zagazig are not fit for the reception of political prisoners, but lie does not say 
whether Emin Shamsy has been or is “ thrust into a dark coll.” As to his being 
“ironed,” Mr. Eeliee explains that the prisoner on bis arrival at Zagazig was put in 
irons ; that at the time the Moudir was away at Cairo, and that on his return Mr. Police 
himself having asked that Emin Sliainsy’s fetters should be removed, lVrid Pasha 
stated the prisoner was not “ in chains.” With reference to the “ prison faro,” the 
Consular Agent distinctly says “ that since they came from Cairo (Shamsy and Abaza) 
food goes daily with their own servants,” which I understand ns meaning that it 
is sent to these prisoners from their respective houses, and is conveyed by their own 
servants. 

Respecting the third allegation, Mr. Police says clearly that it was not due to tho 
interference of the ladies of Shamsy that he was allowed bedding, &e., but that 
Mr. and Mrs. Police themselves asked‘tho Mnmlir to allow him that comfort, and that 
Perid Pasha answered he was not aware “that the prisoners were not provided will)all 
they required.” That the Moudir allowed such comforts to the prisoner is home out 
by the statement of tbe prisoner’s son, made to Mr. Police alter tin' Moudir’s return 
from Cairo : “ Shamsy Roy’s son called on me in the morning early and said that the 
Moudir had sent two men to bring mattresses, carpets, &c., for his father.” . This would 
seem to have taken place some three or four days after 1 he removal of Shamsy to 
Zagazig, Perid Pasha having been absent at Cairo during that short period, as appears 
from the context of Mr. Police's letter. 

The fourth allegation as to the carrying of a waiter skin on the hack and watering 
the public place is denied in tolo both in the despatch, and more decisively still in tho 
second semi-official letter, from which we learn that Shamsy’s son states (through 
Mr. Police; that “his father has never been ill-treated or carried any water skin on his 

back.” , , 

There remains only tho first allegation to be di-posed ol, namely, that the 
removal of Shamsy to Zagazig took place to gratify the personal hate of the Moudir. 
That some disagreements did exist between the two parties some time since could not, 
perhaps, he denied, but that the removal of Shamsy to Zagazig was due to that cause 
Mr. Felice had not, of course, the means of ascertaining.

Mr. Felice to Vice-Consul Borg. 

Dear Mr. Borg, Zagazig, November 18, 1882. 

IT leads” me to fear that Mr. Broadley is misinformed with reference to tho 
treatment of the prisoners here. 

The prisons of Zagazig offer very little comfort, and I must say they arc only lit 
for murderers, thieves,"and people of this sort. Of course, political prisoners should 
be detained in some better gaol if they have got any. 

They are not the ladies of the prisoners who had begged the Mudir to allow them 
bedding and other requirements, but it was I and Airs. Felice who begged bis 
Excellency to avoid suiVerance to the prisoners and to allow' them beds, &e., and bis 
Excellency has immediately ordered the necessary, saying that he never knew that 
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tho prisoners were not provided with all they required (the meaning was for Amin 
Bey Shamsy and Ahmed Bey Abaza). 

It happened that the same day his Excellency left for Cairo the above two 
prisoners had arrived therefrom, and it appears that the gaoler had put them in chains 
(this took place more than a month ago). After three or four days the Mudir came 
from Cairo and paid me a visit the same day, when we have begged his Excellency, 
as mentioned above, and added to him, to he kind enough and release from being 
chained Amin Bey Shamsy and Ahmed Bey Abaza. Ilis Excellency replied that they 
were not in chains, and fliat, as regards bedding, &e., everything will be provided 
immediately. Shamsy Bey’s son called on me in the morning early, and said that tho 
Mudir had sent two men to bring mattresses, carpets, &c., for his father. 

Food .—What I know is, that since they came from Cairo (Shamsy and Abaza) 
food goes daily with their own servants. 

A few days ago I have introduced Shamsy Bey’s son to Perid Pasha, and his 
Excellency received him very cordially, and told him that any time he liked he may 
go in to see his father, and for anything lie may want (both father or son), they had 
only to apply for it, and that he was always ready to do justice for whoever may he, 
without any distinction whatever. 

This is the only report I could give, and of what has, so far, come to my full 
knowledge.

Dear Mr. Borg, Zagazig, November 18,1882. 

AFTER writing to you this morning, Shamsy Bey’s son arrived from Cairo, and 
T ascertained of him whether he knows anything concerning Mr. Broadley’s letter sent 
to Sir Edw r ard; he (Shamsy’s son) tells me that he has never reported anything to 
Mr. Broadley or anybody else, nor he could ever do this, for his father has never been 
ill-treated or carried any water skin on his hack; and he says he is perfectly aware 
that his father never had, so far, any communication with Mr. Broadley nor with his 
agents, nor he has ever written Petitions or anything of that sort in reference to what 
you have ascertained of me in your despatch of yesterday ; Shamsy’s son tells me the 
only thing ho has done that he has presented a Petition to his Excellency Slicrif Pasha, 
and another to 11 is Highness tho Khedive, written by his father, asking the grace to 
be allowed in bail. 

Sbamsy’s son tells me that he is afraid that somebody hero is sending false reports 
in Cairo, in older that the Mudir may turn against his father.

IN continuation of a letter of yesterday’s date on the subject of your Decree of 
the 12th instant, wc desire to add certain observations in order to prevent future 
misconception. 

We, as counsel for the defence, desire it to be distinctly undertood that we claim 
for the coming trial in all its stages, entire regulation in accordance Avitli the rules of 
procedure agreed upon between his Excellency Borclli Bey and ourselves on the 
21st October and amended on the 2nd November, 1882. 

We base our claim on tho following cogent reasons. 

1. Ilis Excellency Borclli Bey was officially introduced to us as legal adviser to 
the Ministry of the Interior of the Commission over which you so worthily preside.

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2. We treated with him exclusively in such capacity. 

3. The draft agreed upon between us was submitted to and approved by the 
Council of the Ministers of Ilis Highness the Khedive. 

4. The rules in question were officially submitted to Iler Britannic Majesty’s 
Government, and approved by its Representative. 

5. The Commission lias acted upon and adopted the rule in question for the space 
of three weeks, aud to such an extent, that the letter comprising our nomination as 
advocates of the accused was only issued on the ratification ol these rules, is signed by 
your Excellency, and is wholly in the handwriting of Borelli Bey. 

C. That the amendment* of the rules dated the 2nd November was concluded 
with the knowledge, assent and approval of the Commission and signed in the presence 
of some of its members. 

We feel sure these cogent facts proved by written documents will lead you to the 
same conclusion as ourselves. We earnestly desire to conduct the case with every 
diligence compatible with our professional duty, and we feel sure no better means of 
doing so can at present be found than in a strict adherence to the rules sanctioned 
alike by the Egyptian Government and the Commission, and tor which we are all 
indebted to the great experience, the spirit of conciliation, and the well-known legal 
ac um en of your own legal adviser his Excellency Borelli Bey.

Report by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir C. Wilson on Prisoners ctl Cairo. 

THE prisoners were visited last week by Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart, who 
reports that the Zaptieh prison, adjoining the office of the Prefet de Police, did not 
appear so clean as when he last w r ent round. 

In this prison there are 131 prisoners accused of participation m the late 
rebellion, and 1G9 of ordinary offences. Some of the rooms are overcrowded, and m 
one there arc 102 prisoners. . 

There were no complaints of ill-treatment, but many complained ol the length ol 
time they were in prison awaiting trial. 

Mohammed Rahim, a staff officer, stall'd that, since his arrest, two months ago, 
his pay had been stopped, and that lie was compelled to sell his clothes and furniture to 
support himself and family. It is only too possible that many ol the officers m 
prison are in similar straitened circumstances, and I think the Egyptian Government 
might be asked to give some relief to them and their families. 

At the Daira prison there arc ninety-seven political prisoners; they are well* 
treated, and the rooms are clean. .... . 

Here, too, some of the officers complained that their families were starving or m 
straitened circumstances, in consequence of the loss of their pay. # , 

Nearly all complained of the long confinement without an inquiry into their 
cases. 

It is, I think, matter for consideration how far the Egyptian Government is jus¬ 
tified in inflicting a severe form of punishment (strict solitary confinement) for a long 
period, upon men against whom no definite charges have yet been brought. 'these 
men have never been allowed to take exercise or to leave their rooms, except lor 
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purposes of nature, since they were removed to the Daira prison on the 4th October 
last. 

Some prisoners also complained that their sons bad been dismissed from the 
Government schools, and one case, that of a boy who had nearly completed liis course 
in the Engineering School, is especially hard. 

On the 15th instant Mr. Brondlcy wrote to me to complain of the treatment of 
Emin Bey Shamsi, an Egyptian Notable, in prison at Zagazig. An extract from the 
letter w’as forwarded by Sir E. Malct to the British Consular Agent at Zagazig for 
report. The case of Emin Bey Shamsi is a remarkable one; he was at first confined 
in the Daira prison, and wars afterwards removed to Zagazig at the request of ihe 
Mudir, Eerid Easlia, and upon the order of Riaz Pasha. I was not informed of his 
removal, and only lately became aware of it. No other prisoner, that I am aware of, 
has been removed in the same way, and I knoAv of no special reason for such an 
exceptional measure as his removal from Cairo to a town in the provinces. I attach 
an extract from Mr. Broadley’s letter.

(Extract.) Cairo, November 15, 1882. 

EMIN BEY SHAMSI is one of the most wealthy and considerable merchants 
and landowners at Zagazig. He was first detained at'.Cairo, but has been taken down 
to Zagazig to gratify the personal hate of the Mudir, Eerid Pasha, the brother-in-law of 
Riaz Pasha. He Avas thrust into a dark cell, ironed, and fed on prison fare. He was 
allowed no bedding or covering, and was grossly ill-treated for some time until the 
ladies of his family induced his gaolers to alloAV him a mattress and food from his own 
house. He is allowed exercise, but in the questionable form of being compelled to 
w r ater the public place with a skin on his back.

Memorandum. 

THE Return of prisoners made out by Mr. Borg is very useful and interesting, 
but as it only supplies the number in seven places out of the fifteen Miuliriyehs and 
eight towns (twenty-three districts in oil) into which Egypt is divided, it cannot be 
considered as complete. Nor are the numbers themselves, as far as I can judge, quite 
correct. 

At Cairo the Return gives 125 prisoners; the list supplied to mo on the 
28th October contained 138 names, and others have been added since. At Tantali 
(Garbiyeh), the number of prisoners returned is 285 ; Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart 
found 434 men in prison, of whom 359 were charged with complicity in massacre and 
recent events. 

Mr. Jago’s Return from Alexandria gives 443 prisoners not included in this 
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Return; tliere are seven places now used as prisons in Alexandria, and I have reason 
to believe the real number of prisoners is larger than that supplied to Mr. Jago.
